TROUBLESOME CUBANS, 


“Maximo Gomez Hus Demanded Nearly 


$60,000,000 Before Disbanding His 
Army—Wants the Money Paid. 


New York, Feb, 1.—A Washington 
special to The ‘Tribune says: Maximo 
Gomoz, the Cuban commanding general, 
has damanded nearly $60,000,000 trom 
the United States, and refuses to dis- 
band bis ‘“‘army’’ until the money is 
paid. He has repudiated the arrangement 
made by Calixto Garoia, who came to 
Washington with authority from Gomez 
to provide for the return of the Cubans 
to their peaceful pursuits and whose 
work was barely accomplished beforo his 
sudden death on Dec. 11, It was then 
agreed that the United States, in order 
to secure the prompt resumption of lator 
on the plantations of the island, witha 
view to promoting tho speedy revival of 
prosperity and settled conditions, should 
distribute about $30,000,000 among the 
80,000 said to be still under arms in tho 
ratio of $100 a man, the officers in wpro- 
portion to their rank to recelye a greater 
amount, the ordinary enlisted men to be 
discharged with sums less than $100, 
depending on the length of seryice and 
othor considerations.

Gomez bas come out against this 
sobome, It is officially known here that 
he js endeavoring to dissuade Cubans 
from accepting ollico under the American 
acoupation, and is urging oll the natives 
of eyery grade to stay with him in tho 
fleld until the United States is compelled 
to accede to bis ‘‘terms of disbandment."’ 
Gomez alleges that his army conalatsa of 
40,000 men, and he insists that most of 
thom shall be paid for three years’ servico 
at the rates whioh prevail in the United 
iitates army. He wtxes the date of the 
Cuban deolaration of independence, Feb. 
24, 1895, as the beginniag of the perlod 
for which himself and his foroes are to 
bo remunerated, and for himself, with 
the rank of Heutenant-general, he will be 
satisfied with $11,000 annually, the 
American rate for that grade, 

Gomez also has about 20 maior- 
generals, for seach of whom he wants 
$7,500 annually, and his ‘‘army’’ is 
equipped with nearly 200 brigadier- 
generals, each rated according to the 
United States army payable at $5,500 
annually. This aggregatos the nice little 
sum of $8,788,000 for generals alone; 
then there are colonels, lieutenant-colonels 
and majors, whose number runs into the 
thousands. ‘The privates do not amount 
to much, for they are comparatively few, 
but each of them will require $648, and 
the army pay masters, who figured out

GEN. MILES SPEAKS. 


fhe U.S. Commander-in-Chief Says AM 
Me Told About Eagan and the 
~ Beef Was True. 


New York, Feb. 1.—Gen, Nelson A. 
Miles gave out a statement last night, 
in which he says: ‘On tho 20th of last 
September I issued an order to regi- 
mental commanders, ordering them to 
report to me concerning the beef which 
had been issued to their mon. At the 
time I went before the War investigating 
commission I had only received reports 
from 14 of the commanders. Now I have 
80 reports. ‘They all tell the same story. 
The evidence proving tho truth of the 
statements which I made is abundant 
and overwhelming, In addition to the 
reports of the regimental commanders, I 
have a great mass of evidence, consisting 
of communications, affidavits, eto., from 
officers, soldiers and civilians. Hyery part 
of the country has contributed to tho 
mass of correspondence which I haye 
read in reference to -the beef served to 
our soldiers, and the evidence is all cor- 
roborative of what I havesaid. The great 
publicity which the press has given to 
the matter has brought all the corre- 
spondence of which I speak upon me. I 
haye overwhelming evidence that the 
embalmed beef was treated with ohemi- 
cals in order to preserve it. I have 
affidavits from men who saw the beef 
undergoing treatment or embalming pro- 
cess, 

‘‘As to the canned roastjbeef, that was 
different from the embalmed beef. The 
canned roast beef was the beof after tho 
extract bas been boiled out of it. You 
haye seen the adyertisoment ‘beef ex- 
tract, one pound contains the substance 
of from four to flye pounds of prime beef,’ 
Well, this is the beef after the extract 
has been taken from it. They put this 
beef pulp up in cans and label it ‘canned 
roast beef,’ he soldiers report that the 
canned beef was nauseating. If swallowed

Sir Thomas Taylor of Manitoba Steps

elacted provident fer Manitoba in the 
International Doep Waterways Assoola- 
tlon Ho has written a number of works

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assombly: 

I have much pleasure in again moet- 

ing you as roprosontatives of the province 
i) Parliament assembled. After the ad- 
journmené of tho Logislative Assombly in 
August Inst, it was found to be necces- 
sary that the Assembly should be pro- 
rogued in order that the bye-ocleotions 
might be proceeded with and thus effect 
given to the Intention of the Legislature, 
I, therefore, on the 12th day ot October, 
upon the adyioe of iny Ministers, issued 
wy proclamation proroguing the Assem- 
bly. 
You have doubtless learned with satis- 
faction that since you last met Her 
Majesty bas beou pluased fo appoint the 
Earl of Minto Governor-Goneral of Can- 
ada, a8 successor to the Harl of Aberdeon, 
on his resignation a few months before 
his full term of office had expired. I ani 
confident the pooplo of Canada will flud 
a constitutional ruler who will represent 
Her Majesty with ability and dignity in 
all the dutios that portain to bis high 
office, 

Lord Aberdeon’s departure from COan- 
adu was a source of sincere regret to the 
people of this province, By bis deep In- 
terest in overy mattor affecting the pros- 
perity and davelopment of Canada, and 
by his wise and statesmaniike admini:- 
tration of public affairs, he strengthened 
the attachmont of Canadians to the Em- 
pire, and to the principles of constitu- 
tlonal government. 

The Countess of Aberdeen, too, speci- 
ally endeared herself to the Canadian 
peoplo by the interest whioh sbe constant- 
ly exhibited in thoir social well-being and 
in everything which affected the prosper- 
ity of Canada. 

The decision of the Gourt of Appeal 
upon the questions submitted to that 
court under the Act of last session, con- 
firming the right of poll constables and 
othars, when otherwise qualified, to yote 
at proyinolal elections, is doubtless satis- 
factory to you all. 

The legislation of last year which pro- 
vided that all pine logs cut on the Crown 
domain after ths termination of the then 
exiating timber licenses should be sawn 
in Canala, has been made effective by 
inserting the manufacturing conditions 
in all renewal of licenses for the current 
year. In this connection I am pleased to 
be able to state that the cut of logs for 
export by American limit holders for the 
last license year did not appreciably ox- 
cued that of former years. It is anticl- 
pated that by reason of the legislation 
referred to there will be a sensible reduc- 
tion in the revenue to be derived during 
tho ourrent year from timber sources. It 
will, therefore, be necessary to make pro- 
vision by which any probable deficienoy 
in the revenue nay be otherwise made up. 
Measures to that end will be submitted 
for your consideration. : 

It will be satisfactory to you to learn 
that the mining industry of the proyince 
continues to improyo, and that it is giy- 
{ng constantly increasing employmont to 
capital and labor. 

You will be gratified to learn that since 
your last session the provinces has assumed 
the administration of the proyincal fish- 
eriss, A fishery branch has buen estab- 
lished; departmental officials have been 
appointed, and the outside service is be- 
ing organized, The important rights and 
interests whioh aro held by the judioial 
committees of the Privy Council to be 
vested in the province relate to a pro- 
Vinclal asset which is of great value, 
which is to be husbanded and preserved 
asian important source of food supply, - 
and is confidently expected to increase 
the annual revenue of the proyince. A 
bill embodying some needed improye- 
ments in the law may be submitted for 
your consideration and approval, 

You will be pleased to know that satis- 
factory progress has been made in enforo- 
ing the provisions of the Aot to preyant 
the spread of the San Jose scale, passed 
4 year ago. A further moasure upon the 
same subject will be submitted for your 
approval. 

Experience has shown that the election 
laws may be further improyed, anda bill 
for that purpose will be submitted to 
you.

A GOOD REPORT. 


What Hon. J. HM, Ross of the Terri- 
tories Said on His Visit 
to Ottawa. 


Ottawa, Feb, 2.—Hon. J. H. Ross, 
Commissioner of Public Works for the 
Northwest Verrjtories, is in the city. Ho 
is here conferring with the Minister of 
the Interior and other members of tho 
Government on matters affecting the 
Torritories, 

‘*Thero are no fixed subsidies for the 
Territories, as there are with the other 
provinces, and it is therefore necessary to 
talk over matters with the Government 
here and give an osiimate of what wo 
want,’’ said Mr. Ross. 

Referring to the work done in his de- 
partment last year, Mr. Ross said: ‘‘We 
have organized 500 local improvement 
districts in order that the poople them- 
selyes may undertake the carrying out of 
minor works and Improvements, thus 
giving the Government an opportunity to 
undertake large and more prominent 
works,"’ P 

As an evidence of the Territories’ pros- 
perity, Mr. Ross mentioned that during 
the last fow months a very large number 
of schools have been organized, sometimes 
as many as two or three a day. No better 
evidence of progress could bé adduced, 
The people of the Territories are prosper- 
ous and a large influx of settlers is ex- 
pected, 

The Territorial Government has no 
immigration polloy of its own, but it 
takes an interest in looking after nevw- 
comers and in this way does rauch to 
promote settlement, believing that the 
best kind of an immigration agent isa 
contented settler. 





QU&BEC'S SHIPPING TRADE. 





More British and Less Foreign Vessels 
Than the Previous Year. 


Quebec, Feb. 2.—A comparative state- 
ment of vessels visiting the port of Que- 
bec during the last year shows that there 
were 838 inward vessels, with a tonnage 
of 683,844 tons, a decrease of ten vessels, 
and an Inorease of 63,852 tons over Jast 
year. Outward vyessela numbered 296, 
with 465,509 tons, a decrease of 87 vessels 
and 3,915 tons, compared with last year. 
There was an increase of 16 in the num- 
bsr of steamors inwards (251), and a de- 
crease of one in the number of steamers 
outwards (175), a decrease of 26 in the 
number of sailing vessela inwards (82), 
and 26 in sailing vessels oubwards (121). 
Nine more Brifish yessols inwards and 
26 more outwards were entered than in 
the preyious year, and foreign yessels 
showed a deorease of 19 inwards and 53 
outwards. 


CUSTOMS REVENUE INCREASED. 





For the Month and the Half Year the 
Increase Shows.

Ottawa, Feb. 2.—‘the Dominion ous- 
toms revenue for January was $1,880,250 
as against $1,781,890 for January last 
year, an increase of $148,860. For the six 
months ending December tho inorease in 
customs revenue reached $2,274,146 over 
the same period last year. ‘ho totals are 
$10,285,000 for 1897 and $12,559,000 for 
1898. For the seven months there is an 
incroase of $2,422,000.

That 
author ought to write one more kook 
entitled, ‘Every Mian His Own Under 
taker.’’ ‘‘Oh,’’ says somo one, *‘physi- 
cians in constant prosepco of pain get 
hard hearted!’’ Do they? ‘he most cels- 
brated surgeon of the last: generation 
stood in a olinical department of one of 
the New York medical colleges, the stu- 
dents gathered it: the amphitheater to 
seo a very painful operation on a little 
cbijld. ‘Ihe old surgeon said: ‘*Gentle- 
men, excuse me if I retire, These sur- 
goons can do thia as well as I can, and 
as I get older it gives me more and 
more distress to see pain,’’ S 

Physicians baye su many hardships, so 
many interruptions, so many snnoy- 
ances, I am glad they baye so many 
encouragements. AJl doors open to them. 
They are welcome to mansion and to cot. 
Little children shout when they see them 
coming down the road, and the aged, 
recognizing the step, look up and say, 
“Doctor, is that you?’ Tbey stand be- 
tween our familles and the grave, fight- 
ing back the troops of disorder that come 
up from their encampment by the cold 
river. No one hears such thanks as the 
doctor bears. ‘hey are cyes to the blind, 
thoy are feet to the Jame, their path is 
strown with tbe benedictiona of those 
whom they baye befriended.

HIG CARGO FROM CANADA 





On the Largest Steamship to Knter the 
Manchester Ship Canal. 


Ottawa, Feb. 4.—The largest steam- 
sbip that over passed through the Man- 
cokester ship canal, according to a report 
furnished to the Dopartment of Trade 
and Commerce, was the Manchoater Oity, 
which salled from St. John, N.B, and

Hard on a Watch, 

“It is bad practice to be continually set- 
ting a watch ‘by the stem sotter,’’ obsorved 
@ watch repairer to a reporter, ‘‘for ft has 
a tendency to wear out the band that at- 
taches the hands tothe pinion. The hands 
aro tightencd totho pinion as firmly as 
they cun be, and every setting loosens 
them somewhat, ‘There is a class of per- 
sons who set their watches every day 
rather than givoa little attention to the 
matter of regulating them. They find 
that tho watch gains or loses a minute or 
afew minutes in each 24 hours, and in- 
stead of curing this by the regulator, 
which is put in the watch for that oxpress 
purpose and no other, they force back or 
forward the hands by tho stem settor or 
by a key. If the hand pinion wears out, 
which it frequently does, it is considerable 
of a job to put in a new ono or place new 
hands on it, and the work necossarily 
costs something, for which repairers haye 
to oharge for their work. If a person 
knows that a watch gains or loses a cer- 
tain amount in each day, it ls botter to 
calculate back or forward than to be con- 
tinually setting it. A little study of tho 
regulator will do the work much bettor 
without the risk of wearing out any- 
thing.”’

HOW CONSTITUENCIES 





ARE STOLEN. | 


The means taken to steal the constitu- 
ency of West Elgin are not now in the an- 
nals of Grit politicians. Jacques Cartier 
was stolen from the Conservatives by 
stuffing the ballot box, the possession of 
which was secured by means of @ trap 
door. The ballots which had been cast for 
Mr, Girouard, the Conservative candidate, 
wore abstracted, and ballots marked for 
Laflamme, Minister of Justico in the Mac- 
kenzie administratior, deposited in their 
placo, So flagrant was the crime that the 
electors voluntarily camo forward and made 
aflilavit to the number who had voted 
Consorvative in the polling division, show- 
ing a Jarge Conservative instead ofa Rouge 
majority, ss declared by the Returning 
Officer. An investigation followed, these 
facts wore established, and Laflamme was 
driven into private hfe. 

The same game was played, though not 
so successfully, in tho Hast Riding of 
the County of Hastings. Frauds were 
known tohaye been porpotrated, aud it 
was shown by aflidayits that moro olec- 
tors had voted for Mr, William P. Hud- 
son than the ballot-box contained. It will 
also be remembered that when Mr. Hud. 
son brought the case before the Legisla- 
ture and asked for a committee to inquire 
into, investigate and report their finding, 
the Mowat Government, aided by a servile 
majority, refused to give the committee, 


thus winking at the iniquity, instead of, 
as honest men should do, punishing the 
perpetrators of the fraud.

giving a Conseryative majority of 11, in- 
stead of 27 for Macnish as reported by 
the deputy returning officer. I have 84 
solemn declarations from voters in No, 4 
division, Southwold, that they voted for 
McDiarmid, and there are more to fol- 
low. Deputy returning officers’ returns’ 
in this division show 127 for Macnish 
and 42 for McDiarmid, a total of 109and 
a msjority of 85 for Macnish, We got 
84 out of 169, that leaves 85 for Macnish, 
& majority of one, instead of 85 for Mac- 
nish. In No.7 division, St. Thomas, 
the returns show 102 for Macnish and 
80 for McDiarmid, That is whers Croden, 
of London, acted as deputy. I have 81 
declarations of voters who voted for 
McDiarmid, and there are more to fol- 
low. This shows a majority of one for 
Macnisb, instead of 23, as recorded. Re- 
turning officers appointed by a Conser- 
vative Government would not hesitate 
to give an elector the name of the deputy 
returning officer, but Sheriff Brown, 
the Grit returning officer, refused cn 
ever so many occasions todo so. We 
received an inkling that intriguers and 
flimflammers would be brought to bear 
upon the election because the bcodle 
brigade learned their efforts would not 
be sufficient to defeat McDiarmid, and 
they determined to make the returning 
officer their tool.

If we had chosen to act dishonestly, 
as rae len we could have rolled up a 
majority of more than 500 in St. Thomas

Nows Came Like u« Shock. 

The nows came like a shuck, for the 
Administration, taough apprised that an 
ugly situation prevailod in the Philip- 
pines, bad olung steadily to a hope that 
by tact and patience actual fighting 
might be averted, and even thoso public 
men who felt that nostilities would fol- 
low should the treaty be ratified and the 
United States attempt to occupy the 
islands, believed that Aguinaldo would 
not force the fighting when tho treaty of 
peaco was in its most oritioal stage. 
Some Senatorial opponenta’of ratification 
of the treaty adhere to their position,” but 
the general opinion in Washington last 
night was that the news from Manila 
insures the ratification of the treaty this 
afternoon, 

Au Anomalous Situation. 

The situation is regarded here as 
rather anamolous from a diplomatic 
standpoint. Legally the Filipinos are still 
Spanish subjeots. Therefore if hostile 
operations continue outside of the limits 
of Manfla, as laid down in the protocol 
it will amount to a resumption of the 
war with Spain, at least technically. 

Officials noted one little flaw in 
Dewey’s despatch, in that he spoke of 
the American army and navy aa ‘‘gener- 
ally sucoessful,’’ conveying just the least 
intimation that at some point the results 
were not as satisfactory as at others. 

Confidence in Gen, Otis. 

Every confidence, however, is felt that 
General Otis is master of the altuatiun. 
The forces under bis command, as shown 
by the records of the Adjutans-General’s 
Office, Dec. 10, the date of the lass re- 
port, were 21,649 troops. Approximately 
6,000 men are on their way to join Gen- 
eral Otis in four soparate expeditions, 
though none is expected to reach Manila 
for three weeks or a month. It is true 
that only 8,000 of General Otis' soldiers 
are regular, but his volunteer soldiers 
have been under thorough discipline and 
training for months, some as much as 
eight months, and many purticipated in 
the engagements attending the capture 
of, Manila, and are praotically as good as 
regulars, 

Strength ef the Enemy Not Known, 


No one here knows the real strength 
of the insurgents opposed to General 
Otis. Still the best belief of the authori- 
ties at the War Department ia that they 
number about 80,000 men, but thoy 
are not comparable to the Amorican 
forces in personnel, discipline or quality 
of arms, It is known that they have 
some Mausoers, some Remingtons anda 
varioty of other firearms, and it is sus- 
peoted that they have been quite ovlenti- 
fully supplied with ammunition from 
outside. 

Diplomats Are Interested, 

Diplomats took a lively interest in the 
news, realizing that the Government of 
the United States will oall upon them 
very early to see to it that no aid of any 
sort is rendered to the Filipinos, and 
that no filibustering expedition shall 
leave their soil with munitions of war 
or supplies for the insurgents. Speoial 
Precautions will be asked to be taken at 
Singapore and Hongkong, prinoipal 
points of the eastern trade, to preyent 
the despatch of yessels carrying seoret 
cargoes in aid of the insurgents.

The Aggressive Filipinos Fought Bravely, 
But Were Driven Back. 


Manila, Feb. 6.—The long-oxpected 
clash between the Americans and Fill- 
Pinos has come at last. It oame at 6.45 
on Saturday evening, when threo daring 
Filipinos darted past the Nebraska 
Regiment’s pickets at Santa Meza, but

‘Lbe Filipinos In the meantime concen- 
trated at three points, Calyooan, Gagal- 
angin and Santa Meza, At about 1 
o’olook on Sunday morning the Filipinos 
opened a hot fire from all three places 
simultaneously. his was supported by 
the fice of two siege guns at Balik Balik, 
and by advanoing their skirmishers at 
Paco and Pandacam ‘Tho Americans re- 
sponded with a terrible fire, but owing 
to the darkness they were unable to 
determine its effect. Yhe Utah Light 
Artillery floally succeeded in silencing 
the native battery. The Third Artillery 
also did good work on the oxtreme left. 
The engagement lasted over an hour, 

Gunboats Took a Hand. 

The U.S. orulser. Charleston and the 
gunboat Concord, stationed off Malabon, 
opened fire from their second batteries 
en ths Filipinos’ position at Calyocan 
and kept it up vigorously. At 2.45 there 
was another fusilade along tho entire 
line, and the U.S. seagoing double-tur- 
reted monitor Monadnock opened fire on 
the enemy from off Malate. 

With daybreak om Sunday the Amert- 


sans advanced. The California and 
Washington regiments made a splendid 
sharge and droye the Filipinos from tho 
village of Paco and Santa Meza, The 
Nebraska Regiment also distinguished 
itself, capturing several prisoners and 
one howitzer, and a very strong position 
at the reservoir which is connected with 
the waterworks. The Kansas and Dakota 
regiments compelled the enemy’s right 
flank to retire to Calyooam. There was 
intermittent firing at various points all 
day long. 
20 Americans Killed, 
The losses of the Filipinos cannot be 
estimated at present, but they are known 
to be considerable. The American losses 
are estimated at 20 men killed and 125 
wounded. The Ygorates, armed with 
bows and arrows, made a very deter- 
mined stand in the face of the artillery 
fire, and left many dead men on the 
fleld, Several attempts were made in this 
city on Satuwday to assassinate American 
officers.

Action Continued All Sunday—The Troops 
Behaved Heroically. 


Washington, Feb, 6.--(12.25 a.m.)— 
‘Yho following supplemental despatch 
from Gen. Otis has just been made 
publio: 


“To Adjutant-General : Manila, Feb, 5, 

“ob, 5.—Insurgents in large force open- 
ed wttack on our outer Iines at 8.45 last 
evening; renewed attack several times dur- 
ing wight; at 4 o'clock this morning entire 
line engaged; all attacks repulsed; at day- 
break advanced against insurgents, and 
have driven them beyond lines they for- 
merly occupled, capturing several villages 
and their defence works, Insurgent loss in 
dead and wounded large. Our own cusual- 
tles thus far estimated at 175; very few 
fatal. Troops enthusiastic and acting feat- 
lessly. Navy did splendid execfition on 
flanks of enemy; city held In check and 
absolute quiet prevalls; Insiirgents have se- 
cured good many Mauser rifles, 1 few field 
pleces and quick-firing guns, with ammunt- 
tion, during last month,

MADRID EXCITED, 





Gen. Rios Keports That American Ex- 


terior Lines Were Captured. 


Madrid, Feb, 6.—Intense excitement 
Was caused here by the receipt last even- 
ing of the following official despatch 
from Gen. Rios, the Spanish commander 
in the Philippines. 

“The insurgents haye ylolently attacked 
and captured almost the whole of the ex- 
terior Ameriean line. The Americans of- 
fered a vigorous defence at the exterior 
barriers, using thelr artillery as well as 
the squadron. 

“The warships destroyed and burned Cal- 
loocan, Pasco and several towns in the 
nelzhborhood. Both sides suffered ma- 
terlally. Very sharp firing continues, The 
Spanish troops have been confined to quar- 
ters, but a sergeant has been wounded by 
a stray bullet. (Signed) Rlos.”’ 

The popular sympathy here is on the 
side of Aguinaldo, but thinking people 
are anxious regarding the consequences 
of the fighting, especially on account of 
the Spanish prisoners atill in the hands 
of the insurgents. . 


Spain Will Respect Treaty. 


The Spanish Government bas no nows 
of the confilot at Manila, and it is added 
that the Goyernmont of Spain will ‘‘act 
in the most correct manner and sorupul- 
ously respect the treaty of Paris.’’ 


He Wants Too Much. 


General Rios, commanding the Span- 
ish troops in the Philippines, cables that 
Aguinaldo offers to release the Spanish 
prisoners on the payment of $500,000 and 
the handing over to him of the cannon, 
rifles and 38,000,000 cartridges belonging 
to the Spaniards. The Government here 
replied that 16 oonld not aocopt this 
transaction as it would be equivalent to 
indirect protcotion of tho insurgents, 
whioh would be a breach of the Spanish 
agreomont with the United States. Agu- 
inaldo, it appears, atill retaine the oivil 
prisoners and the monks,

London, Keb. 6.—A Manila dospatoh

Aguinaldo’s Two Proclamations--Otis’

Westbound Mail Drain Kills Three and 








Injures Several People in a Pitch- 
in at Imlay City, 


Imlay City, Mich., Feb. 7,—Chicago & 
Grand Trunk passenger train No. 1, 
‘westbound; plunged full speed into pass- 
enger train No 6, eastbound, while the 
latter was standing at the station here 
yesterday. ‘Ihe results of the crash were 
fatal and otherwise disastrous, 

The killed were: Engineer Fairbanks 
of the westbound train; Edward Reid of 
Lennox, Mich., mail olerk of westbound 
train; Tbomas Stuart of Lansing, mail 
olerk, castbound train. 4 

The injured are: Kngineer Mahan of 
the eastbound train, several ribs broken; 
—,. Burns of Lapeer, leg breken; Ripiey 
White of Lapeer, and — English, Strath- 
roy, Ont., bruised. : 

Both trains were fast mail trains. The 
eastbound was standing near the station, 
waiting for the coming train to pass it, 
according to custom. ‘The latter, instead 
of alackening and stopping, crashed into 
No. 6. The employes of the westbound 
train and tho passengers of the eastbound 
suffered the most. Tho locomotives were 
both badly wrecked, and the mail cars 
were jammoad across the tracks, All the 
passenger coaches remained on the tracks. 
It is thought that Engineer Fairbanks of 
train No. 1, which should hive stopped 

before reaching the switch, mistook a 
freight train on a siding for the passen- 
ger train, and did not slacken speed. The 
indications are that train No. 1 was re- 
sponsible for the accident.

tala, 

So far as can bo gathered the brush 
commenced at 8,45 o’clook on Saturday 
evening, by the firing of a Nobraskan 
sentry at Santa Mesa upon Filipinos 
who were deliberately crossing tho lino 
after repeated warnings, with the evident 
purpose of drawing our fire. 

he first shots from thé American sen- 
try evidontly served as 4 signal, for there 
followed almost immediately a terriflo 
fusiJade along the entire Filipino line on 
the no.th side of the Pasig River. 

The American outposts returned the 
fire with such vigor that the Filipino 
fire was obeoked until the arrival of rein- 
forcoments. All the troops in the yloinity 
were hurried out, and the Filipinos 
ceased firing for half an hour, while their 
own reinforcements arrived, 

The Fighting Resumed,. 

At 10 o’olock the fighting was re- 
sumed, the Americans’ firing line consist- 
ing of the 8rd Artillery, the Kansas and 
Montana regiments, the Pennsylvanians, 
the Nebraskans, the Utah battery, the 
Idahos, the Washingtons, the Californi- 
ans, the Fourth Cavalry, North and 
South Daoktas, Colovados, Sixth Artil- 
lery and Fourteenth Infantry. The Fill- 
pinos concentrated their forces at three 
points, Caloocan, Santa Mesa and Gal- 
ingatan, and maintained an intermittvent 
fusilade for some hours. 

They brought artillery into action at 
Galingatan at 10.3), but only one gun 
annoyed the Americans to any appreci- 
able extent, a howitzer on the road be- 
yond Santa Mesa, he -Third Artillery 
silenced the Galintagan battery by firing 
two guns simultaneously, which was 
‘followed by volleys from the infantry. 


A Lull at Midnight. 


At about midnight there was a lull in 
the firing, lasting until 3.46 a.m., when 
the whole Filipino line reopened fire. 
The Amert!cans poured a terriflo fire into 
the darkness for 20 minutes, and then 
there was another lull until daylight, 
when the Americans generally adyancod. 

During tho night, in response to Rear 
Admiral Dewoy’s signals flashed across 
from Cavite, the United States cruiser 
Charleston ana the gunboat Concord, 
stationed at Malabon, poured 4 deadly 
fire from their secondary batteries into 
the Filipino trenches at Caloocan. 

At daylight the United States double- 
turret sea-going monitor opened fire off 
Malate, and kept shellng the Filivinos’ 
lett flank, while the other vessels shelled 
the enemy’s right flank for several hours. 

Routed the Enemy. 


By 10 o'clock the Americans had ap- 
parently completely routed the enemy, 
and had taken the villages of Palawpong, 
Santa Mesa, Paco, Santana, San Pedro, 
Macorte, Pandoocan and Pasail, and de- 
,Stroyed hundreds of native huts, and had 
secured possession of the water main and 
reservoir, a distance of over six miles. 

‘The Tennessees joined the firing line 
at 10 o’clook on Sunday morning and 
assisted in capturing Santa Mesa.

Skaguay, Alaska, Jan. 30, via Seattle, 
Wash., Feb. 7.—A monster petition to 
President MoKinley and the members of 
the joint high commission is being 
signed, asking their assistance in soour- 
ing the repeal of the Alien Exolusion Act, 
recently passed by the Government of 
British Columbia, in which the Atlin 
mining distriot is located. The petition 
has already received 1,000 signatures.

AMERICANS AT SEA. 


Can They Legally Drive Out the Fili- 
pinos Before Spain Has Ratified 
the Treaty 7-A Middle View. 


Washington, Feb, 7.—The important 
news 1n Washington yesterday was the 
ratification of the peace treaty and the 
receipt of lists of casualties from General 
Otis. As to the change in conditions 
wrought by the ratification of ths treaty 
yesterday, there is variance of views, and 
Adjutant-General Corbin and Second 
Aasistant Seoretary Adee of the State 
Department were giving the matter at- 
tention, with tho idea of being able to 
send full instructions for his future guid- 
ance to General Otia immediately. ‘The 
extreme view on one side is that until 
the Spanish Government ratifies the 
treaty it is not of legal effect. According 
to that viow, therofore, the United States 
Government is stoppod from proceeding 
beyond their lines at Manila for the time. 
By the other extreme view the United 
States Government is free to do juat as it 
pleases in the entire group of islands, 
and will, therefore, proceed at once to 
complete the military oooupation of the

done by Chipa or any other nation to 
compromise their rights. 


Britain's Grip on the Soudan, 

Referring to the Soudan the Premier said 
that Great Britain held dominion by he 
lide uartsing from the fact that the Sou- 
dan fomued part of the territory in Dgypt, 
aud ulso by the less complicated and more 
easily understood tithe of conquest. Any 
revivil of the claims of titles which events 
hid swept away could not be sustained by 
historicul precedent or International law. 

Belleves the Czar is Honest. 

So far as the Ovar's reseript was con- 
cerned, Lord Sallsbury sald no one could 
doubt the purity and humanity of the bm- 
Perou's mollves. “I shout heartily re- 
Jolce," he continued, “If the conference 
achleved on humbler aim, and & by the 
steady use of thd princtple of arbitration 
We might be able to diminish a number of 
thy causes by which war is produced, If 
by humane legislation we could also dimin- 
{sh the horrors of war, we would render 
fn immeasureable service to humanity. 
Mennwhile we must follow the example of 
other hations, and be prepared for war. I 
do not belleve this is imminent, but the 
causes of war gltill subsist, and, while dolug 
our best in the blessed mission of peace, 
we must maintain the poaltton of security 
which past generations have given us, aad 
which we hope to keep.” 

Would Like to, But Dare Not. 

Lord Salisbury remarked that he fre. 
quently envied a nation possessing a com- 
mittee of foreign relations like the United 
Stites, a commnilttee which could secretly 
recelve explanations that Ministers were 
only too glad to glye. But as Great Bri- 
taln was without that feature of Parlli- 
mentary government, it would be impos. 
sible for him to give the noble lard ¢Harl 
of Kimberley) all the information he de. 
sirod regarding foreign affairs. The agree. 
ment between Germany and Great Britain, 
however, was of a character favorable to 
friendship bevween the two nations, and 
to the right of all concerned, as well as to 
the peace of the world. But he (the Pre. 
miler) would not be doing his duty if he 
gave further detalls as to the stipulations, 
which for the present reqWfired no action 
on the part of Great Britain. 

The address was then agreed to,

MANITOBA HOTEL FIRE. 


The Loss on Bullding und Contonts Will 
Bo Over &700,000—The Lossos 


of Muny Guests, 


0—Iho fire in the 
Manitoba Hotel early Wednesday morn- 
ing was discoyorod first by Chiof Clork 
Hanson, who awoke and remarked to his

room mate, Mr. Joseph Carter, that he 
thought bo smolled smoke, It was found 
that tho fire bad started from an ovor-fed 


grate in the dining-room In a short time 
the whole inaido of the building was 4 
mass of flames, At a oritical juncture 
ths hose of one of the ongines burst, and 
after tho roof and the eastern part of the 
north wall bad fallen the fire fora time 
had full swing. 

It was an awlul sight, and one never 
to be forgotten, The thermometer ranged 
between 85 and 40 degreca bolow zoro 
and the wind blew ao oubting, blighting 
breath from tho northwest. Fortunately 
evory guost and employe In the buTiding 
escaped, By 4 o'clock only the blackened 
walls remained of the magnificent hotel 
of the evening before, 

There Was No Insurance. 

Mr. Sprado, the manager of the hotel, 
was seen oarly yesterday morning and 
stated that there was no insurance upon 
either the building or furniture, The 
railway company carries its own insur- 
ance upon all ite buildings. ‘Ihe hotel 
turniture and effects will, therefore, be 
a total loss to the company. Asked as to 
the probable loss to the company, Mr. 
Sprado replied that he was unable off- 
handed to give even an idea of the total 
loss, but it would be very heavy. It has 
been estimated by wany that the loss 
will not be less than $800,000. 


Some of the Losses. 


Among tho individual losers is P. W. 
Ellis Co., Toronto, who had $40,000 in 
diamonds and $20,000 in jewelry in 
room 416. 

D. Flayelle, the Lindsay ourler, and 
hia rink ocoupied rooma in the hotel, but 
escaped with little loss. Most of the 
Amorican ourlers here attending the 
bonsplel lost personal effeots. 

W. T. MoPhorson of the Postoftice 
Inspector's Department here, lost effects 
amounting to $500. Many vrominent 
citizens who resided at the hotel during 
the winter lose all their personal effects, 
the chief of these sufferers being James 
Tees, William MoKenzle and D. E, 
Sprague. 

Later developments of the Manitoba 
Hotel fire show that the total loss will 
be in the neighborhood of $700,000. 

Toronto, Feb. 9.—Mr. M. C. Ellis of 
the firm of P. W. Ellis & Co. was seen 
by a reporter yesterday. ‘‘We had two 
travellers at the Winnipeg hotel,’’ said 
Mr. Ellis, ‘‘Mr. George H. Ellis and Mr, 
Fred. Westren. The former had probably 
from $40,000 to $50,000 worth of dia- 
monds, and these were all sayed. You 
soo, he always car@led these diamonds on 
his person, and eye slept with them at 
night, so as long as he was safe the dia- 
monds were sate. Mr. Westren, however, 
carried samples of watches and jewelry, 
and these were in sample oases at the 
hotel. His loss will be from $5,000 to 
$7,000, fully covered by insurance.”’ 





A MURDEROUS SON. 


Ben Parrott, jr., Committed Ono of the 
Most Inhuman Crimes Imaginable— 





The Scoundrel Arrested. 


Hamilton, eb. 9.—Benjamin Parrott, 
jr., & carter, committed a murderous 
assault on his aged mother in front of 
his father’s house, shortly after 5 o’clock 
last evening. He chased her out of the 
house with an ax. She fell in the middle 
of the road, and just as she was arising 
he reached her and brought the fool 
down on her head, making a horrible 
gash, from which her brains oozed, 
Standing over the prostrate form of his 
mother, like a frenzied animal thirsting 
for blood, he struck her three times 
more, using the sharp edge of the ax. 
Two of the blows were on the head and 
one on the left arm. ‘ben the inhuman 
monster ran baok into the house. A 
newsboy callud to a man driving by ina 
brick wagon, but the man took no notice 
of the affair. Word was sent to the 
police, and a crowd soon gathered, but 
no person weut to the woman’s side for 
fully ten minutes, when Dr. Cockburn 
happened along. He stopped and moved 
the unconscious form to the boulevard, 
and there examined it. He said she could 
not live. The skull was fractured in two 
places. There was one gaping wound in 
the top of the head, exposing her brains, 
and another on the left side. There was 
alsv a scalp wound and a out on her left 
arm from the wrist to the elbow. Blood 
flowed in streams from some of the 
wounds. 

When the patrol wagon arrival the 
woman was conyeyed to the General 
Hospital, and the surgeons said death 
was a matter of only a few hours, ojther 
of the two big wounds in her skull being 
sufficient to cause death. 

When P, OC. Crulokshanke arrosted 
Parrott, he said he did not care what 
happexed to his mother, He was at once 
burried to tho jail. He is about 30 years 
of age, and is an habitual dronkard,

To man- 
age the breath properly is the first re- 
quirement of the art of speaking, To 
coapress and condense the air in the lungs 
and then to force it straight at.the vooal 
orgon in the throat is to manage the 
breath properly. It isan artiflotal process, 
here is deep breathing, called CESRIEAS: 
atic or ubdominal breathing; there is 
broad or wide breathing, called rib breath- 
ing, and thoro is shallow breathing, called 
collav bone breathing. ‘he full explans- 
pion of breathing must be left for the in- 
structor, Suflice it to say that deep 
breathing is the only possible breathing 
for the true useof the voice, Sound must 
come without breath. Breath coming with 
tho sound oxhausts itself too soon, and it 
miakea the sound harsh. You have only 
to try it to become consolong hay the tone 
ie affected by tf, 

My. Sandilands tells us of a very good 
hint he got on this point. Hold a lighted 
candle before your mouth while you are 
giving forth tho sound. If the flame 
flickors, there ts breath with the sound, 
ho flame will not flicker {f there is only 
sound,—Chambers’ Journal.

THE BATTLE WON. 


Death of a Popular Officer In the XV.

Toronto,: Feb, 10.—The fifth annual 
meeting of the Horse Breeders’ Assoola- 
tion of Canada was held at tue Albion 
Hotel last night. Prominent horsemen 
from all oyer the Dominion were present, 
and Robert Dayies presided. 

Auditor EF. Complin haaded in a 
splendid annual report. ‘The reports coitus 
a recent Hnglish order for 2,000 coach 
horses in Chicago, as an incentive to 
Canadian breeders to cater for the same 
market.

deposits, and the obligations to otber 


banks and bankers. An authority more 
aminer will go through and through and 
through your business. 

Gathered in all religious assemblages 
there are many who have trust funds, It 
is acompliment to you that you have 
been so jntrusted, but I ohurge you, in 
the presence of God and the world, be as 
careful of the property of others as you 
are careful of your own Above all, keep 
your own private account at the bank 
separate from your account as trustee of 
an estate or trustee of an Institution. 
That is the point at which thousands of 
people make shipwreck. They get the 
property of others mixed up with their 
own property. They uut it into invest- 
ment, and away it all goes, and they 
cannot return that which they borrowed. 
Then comes the explosion, and the 
money market is shaken, and the press 
denounces, and the church thunders ex- 
pulaion You have no right to use the 
property of others, except for their ad- 
yantage, nor without their consent, un- 
less they are minors. If with their con+ 
sent you invest their property as well as 
you can, and it is all lost, you are not to 
blame. You did the best yon could, but 
do not come into the delusion, which has 
ruined so many nen, of thinking because 
@ thing is in their possession therefore it 
is theirs, You haye a solemn trust that 
God has given you. In any assemblage 
there may be some who haye misappro- 
priated trust funds, Put them back, or 
if you have so hopelessly inyolyed them 
that you cannot put them back confess 
the whole thing to those whom you have 
wronged, and you will slevp better nights 
and you wi'l baye the better chance for 
your soul. What a sad thing it would be 
if after you are dzad your administrator 
should find out from the account books 
or from the Jack of youchers that you are 
not only bankrupt ip estate, but that you 
lost your soul. If all the trust funds that 
have been misappropriated should sud- 
denly fly to their owners and all the 
property that has been purlolned should 
suddenly go back to its owners, it would 
crush into rnin every city in Amorica. 


Let me say in the most emphatic man- 
ner to all young men, dishonesty will 
never pay. An abbot wanted to buy a 
piece of ground, and the owner would 
not sell it, but the owner finally consent- 
ed to let if to hims until he could raise 
one crop, and the abbot sowed acorns, 4 
crop of 200 years! And I tell you, young 
man, that the dishonesties whioh you 
plant in your heart and life will seem to 
be very insignificant, but they will grow 
up until they will overshadow you with 
horrible darkness, overshadow all tiie 
and all eternity. It will not be a crop for 
200 years, but a crop for everlasting 
ages. 

I have also a word of comfort for all 
who euffer from the malfeasance of 
others, and every honest man, woman 
and cbild does suffer from what goed on 
in financial scampdom. Soolety ia so 
bound together that all the misfortunes 
which good people suffer in business 
matters come from the misdeeds of 
others. Bear up under distress, strong in 
God. Ho will soe you through, though 
your misfortunes should be centuplod. 
Scientists tell ua that a column of air 45 
miles in holght rests on every man's 
head and shoulders, But that is nothing 
compared witb the pressure that business 
life has put upon many of you. God 
made up his mind long ago bow many 
or how few dollars it would be best for 
you to baye. ‘rust to his appointment, 
he door will soon open to let you out 
and let you up. What shook of delight 
for men who for 80 yeara have been in 
business anxiety when they shall sudden- 
ly awake in everlasting holiday! On tho 
maps of the Arotic regions there are two 
places whose names are remarkable, 
given, I suppose, by some polar expedi- 
tion, Capo Farewell and Thank God Har- 
bor, At this last the Polaris wintered 
in 1871 and the Tigress in 1878.

ENGLISH CHURCH FIRM. 








Divorced Persons Cunnot Remarry Under 
Its Laws. 


London, Feb. 10.—The Lower Houso 
of Convocation of the Church yesterday 
passed a resolution, ob the motion of the 
Archdeacon of Oxford, declaring that the 
law of the Church of England does not 
recognize divorce, and asking the 
bishops to devote themselves to securing 
action of Parliamont to the end that the 
church shall wot remarry divorced 
persons, wosther jnnocent or guilty. The 
Dean of Canterbury offered an amend- 
ment favoring the remarriage of inno- 


cent divorcees. It was defeated by 41 
to 88. 


TO CHECKMATE FRANCE. 


Expedition Seut From the British East 
Indian Naval Station to Muscat, 
Easterp Arabia. 


Bombay, Feb. 10,—Rear Admiral 
Archibald Lucius Douglas, in command 
of the Biitish East Indian station, sails 
for Muscat to-day to support. the protest 
Sodged by Great Britain against the 
action of the Sultan of Oman, of which 
Muscat is the capital, in leasing to 
France a coaling saci the coast of 
Oman. I¢ is regarded as.significant 
that Russia was about to send a consal 
to Muscat, athough thore is no Russian 
trade with that place. Oman is an inde- 
pendent state in South Eastern Arabia, 
haying an area of about 82,000 square 
miles, and a population. of 1,500,000. 
Muscat has 40,000 Inhabitants.

The public accounts for the year ending 
June 30ch, 1899, reveal the startling fact 
that the worst predictions of the oppon- 
ents of the Drummond County Railway 
Deal, have been more than fulfilled. When 
tho Globo stated that an additional line 
between Montreal and Quobec was useless,

It is then manifestly desir- 
able that Belleville should endeavor to 
secure direct intercourse with Bancroft so 


as to tap all these busy northern lines, as 
the trade in these once despised back 
woods is becoming vory important, and 
likely to extend indefinitely, as the valu- 
able minerals known to exist have not yet 
been developed for the want of means of 
trangport, such as iron ore, of which there 
are immense deposits; corunduin, 
abounding beyond all other places ; fel- 
spar, for which there isa new demand; 
the finest qualities of marblé, of which the 
supply is stated by geologists to be inex- 
haustiblo ; sodalite ; mica, 13 mines being 
in operation, and the demaud is for more 
than these mines can produce, And this 
catalogue of minerals might still be extend- 
ed. Tho amount of valuable hard wood 
timber, pulp wood, cedar, &o,, \&e., is 
enormous, and doubtless Messrs Rathbun, 
who own large limits here, would be eager 
enough to aid any scheme to extend the 
North Hastings line, eitherin conjunction 
with the O, O. R, or to adopt tho old line 
surveyed by tho late Hon, B. Flint, 
through Lingham’s Flats and Oashe) to 
Bancroft, which is now the central busi- 
ness place, containing a large population, 
with between twenty and thirty stores,

The aspiring: messengor’s education was 
far from completo, however, as before he 
coukl hepe to enter the regular corps “he 
must familinvize binself with all the oth- 
er codes Uacd as a basis of communication 
between wir»hips at sou 

To a bright boy who has proper tustruc- 
tion the juastory of the intricate signs of 
the code alphabet is far simpler than 
would bo at first supposed. ‘The method 
of instruction adopted in the case of the 
boy just cited is that usually ciuployed by 
the signalmen in broaking in new mem- 
bers of the corps, 

A certain number of the messenger boys 
on o Wership are selocted as possessing the 
qualities which go to make up a good asig- 
nohnen—uamely, good eyesight, intelli- 
fence aud application, The education of 
these boys begins at once under one of the 
experienced signalmen, usually a veteran 
who has had previous experience in train- 
ing boys for this special work. He forms 
his pupils into classes according to their 
watches, and from that time on the minds 
of the prospective signalmen are filled, 
sleoping or waking, with dots, dashes and 
ducks. All day long while the light lasts 
tho boys may be scen in pairs about the 
ship talking to one another in wayes and 
ducks. When the regulation flag cannot 
be obtained, a handkerchief fixed to the 
end of a stick of wood ora grate bar serves 
the same purpose. 

Irrespective of the international code, 
there are four kinds of signals on board a 
warship, all variations of the Morse tele- 
graphic code, The wigwag signals are 
mude by substituting certain waves of the 
flag for dots and dashes on a telegraphic 
sounder. In night signaling the Morse 
code is interpreted by red and white lan- 
terns-placed aboye the other and operated 
by au electric key on the bridge, two red 

lights and one white. light standing for 
two dots anda dash on the sounder.

tions. Jt can be adjusted to the steam 


whistle ona foggy day so as to blowa 
blust at certain intervals, or it may be 
used to indicate the proper intervals when 
firing saluting guns. Attached to this 
electric clock isa regular telegraphic key 
by which tho Morse code may be delivered 
by the steam whistle. 

This anethod of communication is only 
used, however, in very foggy weather, 
when it is impossible to make out the 
other signals, as it not only wastes a great 
deal of steam and increases the coal con- 
sumption, but makes a most appalling 
din when any number of ships are engag- 
ed in conyersation at the same time, 

The position of a signal boy is one of 
considerable responsibility, as all forma- 
tion and sailing orders from the flagship 
are transmitted to the fleet when at sea 
through his agency. A mistake in read- 
ing a signal_might cause yery serious coimn- 
plications. Great care is therefore taken 
in selecting the members of the corps, and 
only tho services of boys who have proyed 
themselves thorough masters of the differ- 
ent codes are accepted. Even among the 
most skillful signalmen mistakes ovca- 
sionally occur, though the many precau- 
tions taken to insure accuracy reduce the 
liability to error to & minimum, 

A signal boy on the battleship Texas was 
returned to the messenger service simply 
because he misspelled a word. The wigwag 
boy on the flagship called up the Texas 
one morning as the fleet lay at anchor off 
Tompkinsyille. After an exchange of 
wags the signal boy on the Texas went to 
the officer of the deck on his ship and in- 
formed him that the passed assistant en- 
gineer was requested to proceed to the 
Cyrus to serve on a board of special survey. 
The passed assistant engineer had just 
come off watch, haying been up all night, 
and hoe sald things about boards of survey. 
He consulted with the other oflicers of the 
ship aad learned that the Cyrus was 4 
small converted tugboat lying in’ the 
Brookiyn navy yard. ~The orders called 
upon the board to assemble at 10 o'clock, 
and as it was then 9:80 o’clock, the en- 
trineer realized that he had no time to lose, 
Jumping into his shore clothes the officer 
hired a boat and made the best possible 
thine to the vailvoad station, where he suf- 
fered the annoyance of seeing the train 
pull out just as bo reached the platform, 
It was a boiling hot day, and the engineer 
fretted and fumed, to no purpose, oyer 
thu. delay. When bo eyontually reached 
the navy yard, he loarned that no board 
of survey had been appointed to meet on 
tha Cyrus, and ho accordingly made the 
best of his way back to his ship, On the 
way home he quot o brother officer who 
said 

“Hello, old mant Why weren’t you on 
hand to take your place on the survey 
board of the Cygnus?’ 

“Cygnus! gasped the other,

Halifax, N.S., Feb, 11.—Karly yestor 
day morning fire broke out in the 
Citadel. Word was at once telephoned by 
thé military to the fire department, Ask- 
ing them to send the apparatus to the 
scone, in the hope that prompt work 
might avold destruction. The people in 
tho Citadel wero themselves holploss, 
Thono is a hydrant there connected with 
tho clty water sorvice, but that was 
frozen solid. A tank is alao within tho 
Citadel enclosure, but that wis of no 
avail, because tho primitive hand engine 
intended to draw water from i¢ would 
not work, All that the soldiers could do, 
theretore, was to chafo impationtly as 
they awaited the arrival of succor from 
tho oity. This was slow in coming, on 
nocount of tho steep ascent and tho 
tremendous difBoulty in hauling the 
heavy engine up the stesp grades to the 
Citadel gate Engine after engine was 
sent for, and they tried the hill from the 
north approach and the southern. This 
consumed much time. ; 

The fire was below the earth-covered 
quarters, and though if burned fleroely, 
shooting in sharp tongues into tho moat 
—for the fire started 20 feet bolow the 
upper level of the Citadel—tho blaze 
could not be seen above. 

Tho flames were in complete control of 
the offices of the district officers, the 
canteen and the reception room, 

It was a most peouliar conflagration, 
from a spectaclar point of view. Though 
the interior was a yerltable furnace; 
there were no sheets of flames leaping 
upward. ‘The place is roofed oyer with 
solid masonry, aud above that again is 
thiok earth. 

At 8 o’clook the flames were under 
control. The damage will be consider- 
able, though it is difficult to estimate 15 
in dollars, The whole of the regimental 
papers contained in the office are burned, 
odnteep accounts, sheets containing an 
account of offences are gone, The orderly 
room furdituro Js all dastroyed, 45 well 
as overything that was in the offloes. 

The location or the fire was far re- 
moved from the magazines.

TORONTO’S HOT BLAZE. 


Gowans, Kent & Co.'s Wholesale Craok- 
ery Premises and Stock Completely 
Dostroyed by Fire (on Friday. 


Toronto, Keb. 11.—The oxtensive 
premises occupied by “Mésars. Gowans, 
Kent & Co., at 10-16 East Front street; 

was the scene yesterday of one of the 
most destructive fires that bave taken | 
place in Toronto for some time. The 
building was totally destroyed and the 
stock and plant of the company is 
ruined. Tbe fire burned soveral hours 
and at times reached such great propor- 

tions that the whole block bounded by 

Front, Scott, Wellington and Yonge 

streets was threatened with destruotion. 

The flames were first ‘observed on the 

wall at the rear of the building, where 

several electric ght wires enter the 

premises. ? 

When tho firemen arrived they found 
the flames in complete possession of the 
building. Fighting the fire on all sides, 
Chief Graham preyented any danger of 
its spreading, but failed for some time to 
subdue the persistent flames between 
the roof and top floor. The second floor 
fell about an hour after the fire started 





“and scattered burning timber in all 


directions. .Sevyeral firemen had narrow 
escapes in getting to places of safety. 
The walls of the building were not able 
to sustain the heavy manaard roof and | 
it dropped shortly after 1 o’olook. In its | 
fall it brought with it’w-mass of crook- 
ery from the second floor and tho orush 
could be heard some distance away, It 
was not long before the firemen looked | 
like huge icicles. As soon as the water — 
dropped on their clothing it quickly 
froze, in some cases abont an inch thick, 
Tho building was of three ‘atoreys, with 
a mansard root. It was owned partly by 
the Kent estate and Crombie . estate. 

The company’s stock of crockery and 
china was a valuable one. Mr. John G. 
Kent estimated its value at about $150,- 
000, and it is sald that the loss. will be 
complete. ;

from the west to Toronto, and there trans- 
shipped into yessels and sent forward to 
Montreal. This was intended for & Sop 
to Toronto, and, judging from the tone of 
the Toronto press, it proved to be a 
sweet morsel which tickled the palate 
amaziogly. Why, it is difficult to imagine, 
when it is remembered that this is a trade 
which the macagers of the Grand Trunk 
Railway have been cultivating for years 
and years past, but which Mr. Tarte in- 
timates he intends securing by the short- 
ening of the Grand Trunk line between 
Collingwood and Toronto, and that when 
this is done and the Collingwood harbor 
deepened to the depth of from 20 to 22 
feet, at the expense of the Dominion, the 
trade of the west will flow into the Toronto 
harbor. ‘ 

While this little meaningless by-play 
was being enacted by the man who holds 
Laurier in the palms of his hands, another 
act in the farce was being played by the 
Premier himself. Ata banquet given to 
him in the Chateau Frontenac, Quebec, 
on the 28th of October, 1896, Sir Wilfrid 
held forth in the following style : 

“Look at the map once more and you

This was the rosy and glittering 
prospect held out to the people of Quebec 
by the then newly crowned Premier, He 
forgot, however, that he and his following 
had, in the House of Commons, opposed 
most bitterly the aid given to the construc- 
tion of the Parry Sound Railway, the com- 
pletion of which, Sir Wilfrid told his hear- 
ers, was tomake Quebec “the great tranship- 


| ping point of tha trade between the East 


aud the West.” On this, as upon every other 
publig question, -sie policy is, and has 


| been, that which best auits the locality i. 


which it is enunciated. 

While Sir Wilfrid was tickling the ears 
of his Quebec “friends, with glowing ac- 
counts of what was to follow from a con- 
tinuance of the Parry Sound Railway to 
Quebec, his master, the Hon, Israel was 
playing toa different audience. He was 
telling the people of Toronto the Grand 
Trunk line was to be shortened from Col- 
lingwood to that city, thereby securing the 
trade of the west, and at the same time 
adyocating in Montreal the acquisition of 
the Parry Sound Railway, and extending 
it from Coteau to that city thereby making 
it the great pointzof transshipment of 
grain destined for the east, thus blasting 
all the bright prospects held out by Sir 
Wilfrid to his Quebec constituents, for if 
Montreal.was to be made the great point 
of transshipment it could not be Quebec. 
This Jekyll and Hyde policy is fast be- 
ing appreciated by the thinking people of 
the country. The Quebec Chronicle is 
not humbugged by such sophistry, and 
exposes it in the following manner ; 


* The acquisition of the Parry Sound 
line by the Government woald be for 
the purpose of diverting the trade of 
the air line to other and longer routes, 
At one blow it would blot out the entire 
picture which Sir Wilfrid painted so 
skilfully two yearsago. It is remark- 
able that such a project can be discussed 
without Instantly calling forth decided 
pores from our representatives in the 

overoment and in Parliament. If they 
entertain the slightest portion of the 
regard they profess for our interests, 
they ought to lose no time in proclaim- 
ing their unqualified hostility to the 

roposal to buy the Parry Sound line.

RENFREW MEN IN FERNIE

James managed the 
business while Abraham held his position 
as manager of Messrs. Carawell & Mackay’s 
store at their lumber mills at Oalaboyio. 
John F. held a position with the ol! re- 
liable house of Barr & McLaren in the 
town of Ronfrew, and Richard, the 


junior member of the firm, commenced 
his business for his 
brothers at Whitney. John P* was the first 
of the brothers who threw up his position to

aeek his fortune in the great Canadian 
western country, at the time of the com- 
mencing of work on the Crow's Nest Rail- 
way. Hecame to Macleod in charge of 
Messrs. O'Neil & Fergusun's outfit, and 
while with them kept his eyes open for an 
opportunity in the commercial line, and 
with that end in view picked out a location 
at Crow's Nest lake. He went back cast 
and purchased a stock and induced his 
brothers James and Richard to join in the 
enterprise. The other brother, Mr, A. 
Joyce, having developed the Klondike 
fover last fall, notified his firm, for whom 
he had been manayer for six and a half 
years, that it was his intention to sever his 
connection with them on the first of April, 
which he accordingly did, but when he got 
as far as Vancouver he heard reports there 
which made him change his mind. He de- 
termined to look up his brothers on the 
Crow's Nest Pass and took passage back 
to Golden, thence to Fort Steele. At 
that time the railroad was only built as 
far as Bull Head, now known as Orow’'s 
Nest station. So the question with Mr. 
Joyce then was how to reach Coal Creek, 
a distance of somo sixty-five or seventy 
miles. After considerable difficulty he 
procured a team to drive to Wardner, 
some twenty-t'vo miles. The same dif- 
ticulty presented itself to him there. No 
one cared to make the trip to Coal Creek. 
However, he at last found a man who 
would do it for thirty dollars. They left 
Wardner late in the afternoon with the 
intention of putting up over night at Elko 
and reached there about 10 o'slock at 
night, only to hear the cheering news 
that the bridge over tho Elk river 
had heen washed away about two 
hours previous to their arrival. 
No conveyance could therefore be ot 
through, so there was nothing left to do 
but walk the remainder of the distance. 
Arriving at a fair-sized log site, he 
decided to seek admission, and who should 
he find to be the occupant but his brother 
John F., who was running a branch store 
there, which the firm still have. The other 
two brothers, James and Richard, had 
then removed from Crow's Nest Lake to 
the *‘loop,”” and a short Lime afterwards 
moved their entire stock to the old town- 
site of Fernie. The firm have up to the 
present been doing a general store busi- 
ness, but as will be seen by their announce- 
ment in another column they have decided 
to handle men’s goods only, and make a 
specialty of goods required by high-class 
trade.

A Minister With the Queen. 

At the beginning of Queen Viotoria’a 
reign it was the rule that either Lord 
Melbourne or one of the Seoretaries of 
State should bs in attendance upon Her 
‘Majesty, except when the Court was at 
Buckingham Palace, or at Claremont. 
This custom prevailed during the firat 16 
years of the reign. Then it was conceded 
that Windsor Castle was within suoh 
close touch of London that the personal 
attendance of a Minister might be dis- 
pensed with. As railways advanced in 
apeed and the telegraph wire spread cob- 
web-like over the land, Osborne was 
placed in the samo category. But tho 
Queen bas always had a Minieter in at- 
tendance at Balmoral. 


a notle Christian husband and father. 
Eight years of married life were spent in 
Prince Edward County, during which time 
he became an exhorter in the church of his 
choice. In the year 1861 he removed with 
his family to Flinton, where he resided for 
seven years.

Campbell-Bannerman's Speech. 


Sir Henry Campboll-Bannerman, the 
newly-cleoted leader of the Liberals in 
the Commons, supported the Walton 
amendment, In the course of 4 vigorous 
speech he denied that the Liberals were 
actuated by partisan spirit in raising the 
quostion, but the House of Lords, he de- 
clared, had always formed a continuous 
an: stereotyped anti-Liberal majority, 
“On  patriotio and constitutional 
grounds,’’ said Sir Henry, ‘‘the situation 
is fuil of danger; and no dispassionate 
man can deny the anomally and absurd- 
ity of a House of Lords in the face of a 
representative system of Governinent, 
The Liberals desire to guard the rights 
of the representative chamber, while giy- 
ing to the House of Peers a reasonable 
power or criticism and advice.’* 

Mr. Balfeur’s Reply. 

Mr Arthur J. Balfour, Government 
leader, sald there was no middlo course 
between the policy expressed in Mr.

THE LEGISLATURE. 
Doings of the Meumbers at the Assombly 


on Monday—Awu Off-Day as Usual 
The Proceedings. 

Toronto, Feb, 14.—Monday is praotio- 
ally an off-day with tho Ontario Legisla- 
ture, Yesterduy the obamber was well 
nigh deserted. There were only a baker's 
dozen of Ministerialists present, and one 
or two lesa on the Opposition side of the 
House. The gallerios wore almost ompty, 
Theo Speaker was balf an hour Jate in 
taking the chair. ‘hen tho business, con- 
sisting of the presentation of a couple of 
petitions and the introduction and first 
roading of four bills, was completed in 
ten minutes, 

Mr. Gibson's Rumored Resiguation, 


The Attorney Genoral having moved 
the adjournment of the House, Mr. 
Whitney callod attention to the rumor in 
an ovening paper that Hon, J. M. Gib- 
son was likely to retire from the Cabi- 
bet, and interrogated the Premier as to 
the bona tides of the statemant, 

Tho Attorney-General, in reply, said: 
“T have not heard it; but, then, I do not 
profess to be aa far advanced with tho 
news as the evening papers, or even the 
morning papers. I can but say, so far as 
the Cabinet Is concerned, that it has not 
been made known to them that this is 
the intention of Mr. Gibson. I belleve he 
js to arrive In town to-day. That Is, this 
afternoon. I apprehend be will be found 
filling his chair in the Crown Lands 
Department, as herotofore,"’ 


Bills Introduced, 


Mr. A apeneaty (West Toronto), second- 
ed by Mr. Foy (South Toronto), moved 
for leave to present his bill for an act to 
prevent the overcrowding of street oars, 
The bill passed its first reading. 

Hon, Mr. Dryden (South Ontario) in- 
troduced his bill to prevant any further 
spread of the San Jose soale, and to 
extirpate the pest, if possible, The bill 
contains three main clauses. The first 
clause provides that in cuse of the . dis- 
covery of a scale in nurasry stock, the 
nurssryman is to be notified not to dis- 
pose of any of tho stook till the inspeotor 
makes a full examination and reports it 
is safe to do su, A second provision per- 
mits the destruction of orchards, the 
trees of which are evidently infected, 
upon the roport of the inspectors. The 
third provision, however, is the main 
ono and is directed not only against the 
scale, but also against all insect pests. It 
lias been found that the nurseries are the 
breeding ground of these pests. Acoord- 
ingly, the biil requires that all nursery 
stocks, whether grown in the country or 
imported, shall be fumigated with hydro- 
oyanic acid gas. Tha bill was read the 
first time, and the second readiny ap- 
pointed for Thursday, 

Mr. T. A. Wardell (North Wentworth) 
introduced bills to amend the Assess- 
ment Aot and the Muniolpal Act, which 
passed their first reading. 


Potitions Presented. 


Mr. Crawford’s bill for a Workman's 
Compensation Act is already beginning 
to make employers protest. Seven manu- 
facturers or empljoyers of Jabor in Tavis- 
took have protested against it, and have 
sent in a petition praying that the act do

HIS DAYS WERE MANY. 





An Old Resident of Hillier Called to 
His Reward. 


Mr. Henry Kinnear, one of the most re- 
spected residents of Hillier township, 
Prince Edward County, was called to his 
reward on the morning of Saturday, Feb. 
ilth. He was born in Cavan County, Ire- 
land, in 1812, and came to Canada, after 


his mother’s death, with his uncle, Stewart 
Waller, when he was ten years old, Thair 
vessel occupied nine weeks in crossing the 
ocean. They landed at Quebec, and at 
Montreal, and finally came to Picton. Ho 
resided near Bloomfield for a short time 
and then removed to the 3rd con. of_ Hil- 
lier, whence he afterwards removed with 
his uncle to the 5th of Hillier. 


Mr. Kinnear was married to Miss Ellen 
Moore in 1841, after which be bought a 
farm on the south side of Consecon Lake. 
He sold this farm when his uncle died and 
again took up his residence in the 5th con., 
where he lived 58 years. Of six members 
of his family who accompanied him from 
Irelind, three went to thé United States 
and three remained in Oanada. Four of 
these are dead. “A twittbrother, John 
Kinnear, died in Monroe, Mich., about 
two years ago, Deceased was soundly 
converted to God in 1841, 

Nine children survive him, one Mrs, 
Carr, preceded him to the grave. Those 
surviving are: Wm. H., John, Stuart and 
Thomas, all of Hillier ; Mrs. S. Norton, of 
Bloomftield,Mrs. D, Benson,Misses Liddioe, 
Mary and Maggie, of Hillier.

Commander John 8. Castle, a yeteran re- 
presentative of the navy still surviving» 
wrote to the ‘* Pall Mall Gazette” com 
plaining that Kipling had not done justice 
to the naval element on board the burned 
ship, of which he was in command, when 
our own Major Gillum led the rescue party 
and protected the women and childron. 
This letter having been called to Colonel 
Ponton’s attention, he wrote to Command- 
er Castle, who resides in Kent, England, 
giving him some extracts from Major Gil 
lum’s letter, appreciative of his seamanship 
in bringing the ship safe to the Mauritius 
with one sail and one mast, -a feat of sea- 
manship rarely equalled ; and this week 
Colonel Ponton is in receipt of Commander 
Castle's reply, which shows that the veter- 
an is still visorous and wields a vigorous 
pen: 
SY Stapleton, Sidcup, Kent, 
1st February, 1899. 

Dear Sir;—Iread your kind lettcr of 
Jan, 12th with great ple «ure, and I hasten 
to thank you for the information that you 
have given me with reference to the late 
Major Gillum’s letter, which was partly 
written by him on board the ship and 
finished at the Mauritius, whilst all the 
incidents connected with the fire would, of 
course, be fresh in his memory. I remem: 
ber him well, and I don’t thiuk it possible 
for apy person who has heard his cheery 
voice to forget him. I am sure that he 
was beloved by every person on board the 
ship, and I am verygrieved to hear from 
you of his death. I haye often wondered 
if he were still living. You mention thiat 
he appeared to find fault with some of the 
men in the boats.

GLOVE MANUFACTURE. 


Wow the Old Methods Have Bees 
RNevolutionized by Machinery. 








“The art of glovemaking, once followed 
exclusively by women, is now pursued 
largely by mon,’’ writes Frank H, Vize- 
telly in Tho Woman’s Home Companion 

‘“*This is due chiefly to the introduction 
of machinery, used today for sewing and 
pressing the scams, and to improved means 
for drafting patterns which were formerly 
of paper or wood. Then the glover, lay 
ing his pattern on the leather, would mark 
it in outline with a lead pencil and cut it 
out with shears, The glove, which was 
sewed by hand and the seams pounded. 
then went through the process of pressing 
This was done by placing it between two 
boards, on which the glovomaker sat while 
making another patr. 

‘In the manufacture of the modern glove 
the operator, having cut tho leather, folda 
it over so that the back is larger than the 
front. Then he makes three cuts through 
the doubled pieces, so that it may produce 
the back and front for the four fingers. 
Next an oyoid hole is cut for the insertion 
of the thumbpiece. Before completing the 
work on the first and fourth fingers long 
strips or gussets are sewed on the inner side, 
but in the second and third fingers gussets 
are sewed on both sides. Afterward small 
diamond shaped pieces are cut, fitted and 
sewed at the interdigital folds or base of 
the fingers. The ornamental embroidery 
is then stitched on the back, the buttons 
or fasteners fitted and the wrists hemmed. 
Then the glove is finished. In the sewing 
a toothed yise or clamp is used to regulate 
the size of the stitches. 

“Glovemakers are divided into three 
classes. Those who seam the fingers and 
put in the thumb are called the makers; 
those who hem the edges at the wrist, 
welters, and those who embroider the back, 
pointers. The ayerage earnings of all 
classes are ohly $2 aday. In ourowncoun- 
try no less than $16,000,000 is invested 
in the glove industry, which first settled 
in Gloversville, N. Y., in 1809. At this 
time the skins used were those of deer re- 
celyed by traders in exchange for tin. 
Rough mittens were the first product of 
this settlement, and the first load of gloves 
that went te Boston was forwarded in- 
1925."

Mr. MoLean, the standard-bearer, 
made 4n appropriate speech on the cattle 
question, in which ho referred in saroaa- 
tio tones to the assertion that the free 
trade that was promised with the United 
States had been increased from 20 per 
cent. to 2744 per cons. 

Sir Chartes Tuppor’s Speech. 

Sir Charles Tupper then rose to speak, 
anid tremendous applause. Sir Charles 
spoke for two hours. Commencing from 
the Confederation in 1867, he reviewed 
the political history of Canada up to the 
present tline, and he said Canada’s pros- 
pority to-day was due to the work ot the 
Liberal-Conservative party, which for 18 
years by the N.P. built the country up 
to the prosperous atate i¢ is now in, in 
spite of the 18 years of continuous oppo- 
sition by the Reform party. He spoke of 
tbe great wave of depression that swept 
the conptry in 1893, and, while 600 
banks failed in the United States, and 
business generally was paralyzed, Can- 
ada’s oredit in tho London money market 
stood high. He referrad to the great C.P. 
R. as tle work of the Conservative party, 
she work that was scoffed at by the Lib- 
erals, which to-day is the admiration of 
the world. He asked what bad the Re- 
form party done to make Canada what it 
is to-day. In referunce to The Globe's 
chailenge of why the electors of West 
Huron should elect a Conservative mem- 
ber, he replied by saying that the present 
prosperous state of the country was 
wholly due tothe honest government of 
the Liberal-Conservative party, and that 
not by one jot or Bittle had the Liberals 
contributed to that prosperity, and after 
18 years of opposition, and they are now 
in power, what have they done? They 
have swallowed thomselyes and stolen 
onr clothes. 

His reference to Mr. Mulock as ‘‘I, 
William Mulook.’’ or the ‘‘High Mua- 
lock,’’ or ‘‘the Czar of Canada,’’ caused 
great laughter. He stated that the people 
of England luughed at the motto on the 
postage stamp, ‘‘We bold a vaster Empire 
than has been,’’ because Canada belongs 
to Britain, and not Britain to Canada.

“the High Muloock,’’ has caused ridioule 
all oyer Canada. The saving in postage 
stamps was a great benefit to the broker 
and the business wan, but it was $800,- 
000 additional tax that fell heayily on 
the workingman. 

Dr. Montague followed with an hour's 
speech, in which he reviewed the present 
Government, and by his many anecdotes 
greatly amused the audience by applying 
them to the political questiens of the day.

Bled ? 


When Hon. Mr. Blair, ut alate election, 
was defeated in tho County of York, New 
Brunswick, it was throtgh the influence of 
Mr. Alex. Gibson, of Fredericton, the 
great Lumber King of that Prov:neo, whore 
dislike to Blair was of no ordinary cha! ac- 
ter. It was therefore with no little sur- 
prise that immediately after a visit by the 
Minister of Railways to his old hunting 
grounds, in York, it was announced that a 
son of Mr. Gibson was to be a candidate 
intheinterest of the HmmersonGovernmont, 
which olection Mr. Blair is now engineor- 
ing, by bringing all the Dominion influence 
posgible to hear, to secure for his friend 
Premier Emmerson a majority in the Pro- 
vince. 

The reason for the Gibson somerssult 
can easily be fathomed when it is know. 
how the coffers of the Domioion are to 
be bled in his interest, Here is the story 


in a nutshell ; 

A mysterious visit of the Minister of 
Railways for the Dominion to Frederic- 
ton was followed by the sudden an- 
pouncement of this programme of call- 
ing another session of the Legislature. 
Instead writs for a general election were 
issucd with the shortest notice allowed 
by law. Almo-t immediately following 
this move was the anraonncement that 
Mr. Alexander Gibson, jr., son of the 
lumber king of Now Brunswick, a man 
of wide influence, who up until this 
time had vigorously opposed the local 
Government, had consented to become 
a candidate in its iaterests, 

This unlooked-for announcement to 
the Conservatives of Fredericton and 
the province generally is said to be the 
outoome of an agreement by Mr. Blair 
to purchase on behalf of the Dominion 
Governmentthe Canada Eastern Rail- 
way, running from this city toChatham. 

The particulars of the story of this 
road as told here are exceedingly inter- 
eating, and ifan arrangement reported 
to have talen place has really een con- 
summated, it will have an {important 
bearing on the result of the elections all 
over the province, It will also serve to 
show how Federal resources In the hands 
of Mr, Blair are being used to help his 
friend Mr, Emmerson to stave oi! de- 
feat. A close noxasiny, of Mr, Blair's 
methods in this campaign, [t is safe to 

' assert, will develop some interesting 
features of ‘‘ Liberalism.” 


_ The Canada Eastern Railway is owned 
‘principally by Mr. Alexander Gibson, and 
runs through a number of constituencies 
which return members to the Local House 
of Assembly. It is a non-paying concern. 
In the hands of the Dominion Government 
it will give a better service to those por- 
tions of the Province through which it 
runs ; but, be it borne in mind, at the ex- 
pense of the Dominion.

James Eustace, Formerly of 
Belleville, Dies in 
His Chair 





At His Home in Rochester--A Brother 


Died in a Similar Manner. | 


In Tuesday's issue wo chronicled the 
fact that James Eustace, formerly of this | 
city, had died suddenly in Rochester. We 
have been handed a copy of a Rochester 
paper which gives the following particu 
lars 

About 11 o'clock this morning James 
Eustace seated himself by the 
stove at 374 Ward st. 


kitchen 
He had not been 
well and when he awoke he said he would | 
not go to work at the gas house, where he 
was employed, until afternoon, His sister 
asked him if he felt badly and he replied, 
‘No, nothing to spesk of,” and sat down 
by the stove. About ten minutes later 
his sister walked into the kitchen and 
found him lying tack in his chair—dead. 

An alarin was given immediately and 

efforts to resuscitate the man were made 
by Dr. Finnessy, who was called. These 
were unavailing. Coroner Kleindienst was 
summoned. 
_ Eustace was 55 years old and was 
injured in a bridge accident on the B, R. 
& P. some years ago. His mother- died 
suddenly Of apoplexy and his brother was 
found dead in bed at the corner of Maple 
and Litchfield sts. seven years ago. An 
ingtiest at that time determined the fact 
that the man died ot heart disease. It is 
cer.ain that all the members of the family 
were afflic.ed with the same trouble. 

When found the body reclined in a chair 
by the side of the stove, fully dressed and 
with no indications of distress or violence. 
Mr, Eustace leaves two brothers, John, a 
driver for the American Express company, 
and Stephen, ot Belley lle, Ont., and one 
sister, Alice, 

Coroner Kleindionst, after an investiga- 
tion of the case, came to the conclusion 
that the man died from heart disease and 


decided to grant a certificate of death 
from that cause.

Apoplexy Was the Malady 
Dupuy med Other Prominent Meu 
Were Summoned to the Palace and 
Physictuns Valuly Trled Co Prolong 
Lifo<A Solf-Made Man, Who Rose to 
the Highest Position 
Paris, Feb. 17,—M. Felix Faure, 
Prealdont of the Republic of France, 
died at 10 o’cloow Just night, after an 


ilInesa of threo hours, Apoplexy was the 


malady, 

It had boon known for somo thwe that 
bis hoart was woak; but tho first intima 
tion that ho was sick waa given a6 6.30 
youstorday afternoon, when a message was 
despatched 30 tho Premier, M, Dupuy, 
announolng that the President was ill. 
M. Dunny immediately proceeded to tho 
Rlysce, All medical efforts prover, futile, 
and the President diod on the stroke of 10, 

Tho flag over the Elyseo was immeudl 
ately lowered to half-mast and the news 
was despatched to al) the officials and 
the members of the Cabinet. 
linden, Military Governor of Paris, the 
Grand Chancellor of the Legion of 
Honor, the prefect of the Solne, the pre- 
feot of the police of Paris, and the preal- 
donts of the Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies, promptly arrived at the Hlysee. 
The report spread rapidjy through the 
city and large crowds soon assembled in 
the viclnity of the palace. 

About 6 o'clock M. Faure, who was 
then in his study, went to the door of 
the room of M. Le Gall, bis private sec- 
retary, which is contiguous to the study, 
and said: ‘I do not feel well. Come to 
mo.’’ 

M. Le Gall immediately went to the 
Presidgnt's aid, led him to «a sofa and 
called Gen. Bailloud, general secretary of 
the President's household; M. Blondel, 
under private secretary, and Dr, Hum- 
bert, who happened to bo at the Elyseo 
attending a relative. 

The President's condition did not ap- 
pear dangerous, but Dr. Humbert, on 
perceiving that he was rapidly getting 
worse, telephoned for Dr. Lanne-Longue 
and Dr. Chourlet, who arrived with M, 


geroy. 

Though M. Faure still retained con- 
sciousness, the doctors soon recognized 
that the caso was hopeless, but it was 

-not until nearly 8 o’clook that the mem- 

bers of the family were informed of the 
_real state of affairs. They then came to 
the sofa, where the President lay upon a 
hastily improvised bed. Soon after he 
begah to lose consciousness and, despite 
all efforts, expired at 10 in the presence 
of the family and M, Dupuy. 

M. Dupuy coimunicated the sad intelli- 
gence to M. Loubet, president of che 
Senate, M. Paul Deschanel, president of 
the Chamber of Deputies, the members 
of the Cabinet and to other high func- 
tionaries, after which he addressed the 
following despatch to all prefects and 
sub-prefects in Franco: 

“T have the sad task to announce to 
you the death of the President, which" 
occurred at 10 o’olock this ovening as 
the result of an apoplectic stroke. Kind- 
ly take the necessary measures to inform 
the population immediately of the causo 
of mourning that has fallen upon the 
Republic. he Government counts upon 
your active vigilance at this painful 
juncture.’’ ; 

It was not until 11 o'clock that the 
news began to beoome known to the 
general public in Paris. From that time 
began a continuous arrival of public mon. 

A Touching Scene, 

Tho President was apparently aware 
of the seriousness of the attack, for he 
sald, ‘‘I feel my sense failing me; I am 
gone, all gone;’’ and he expressed a de-

A MASSACRE OF HORSES. 


Disguating First Act of the Bolifight 
at Valencia. 


The first act of tho bullfight at Valencia 
might be called the massacre of the horses. 
There is no pretense of fighting, and the 
picador rarely attempts to save his horse, 
although nothing would be easier, On 
the contrary, the horse {s deliberately 
offered to the bull, with the very consider- 
able chance, of course, that the picador 
himself may be wounded through his pads 
or as he rolls over with his horse, Tho 
horses are old and lean, one eye is often 
bandaged, and if, as they often do, they 
press back in terror against the barrier or 
become unmanageable, a red coated chulo 
comes forward and takes the bridle, and 
another follows with a stick, and the 
horse is led up to the bulland placed side- 
Ways to receive the charge, 

The bull, who has not the slightest de- 
sire to attack the horse, is finally teased 
into irritation by the red coats and the 
pink cloaks, which are tossed and flaunted 
before him. He paws the ground, puts 
down his head and charges. The pike 
yuo him, and his horns plunge into the 

orse’s belly or are caught on the loose 
Wooden saddle, or, as happened when I 
was there, scrape the picador’s leg. The 
cloaks are flourished again, and the bull 
follows them. Then the horse, if he is 
still on his feet, is again turned to the 
bull. There is a great red hole in him, 
and the blood drips, but ho is dragged and 
beaten forward. The bull plunges at him 
asecond time, and this time he rolls oyer 
with his vider, who scrambles out from 
under him, his yellow clothes stained 
with red. :

No Fear Now of a Reyolution--Sketch 
of the President-Elect. 
(By Associated Press To-day ) 

Panis, Feb. 18.—It is announced offi- 
cially that M. Emile Loubot has been 
elected President of the French Republic. 
There is no sign of a coup d'etat, and the 
balief in the stability of the Republic is 
general. 

Mr. Loubet, the President-elect, was 
born in 1833 at Mareanne, Drome, and 
adopted law asa professions He entered 
the Chamber of Deputies in 1876, and took 
a strong stand against the religious orders, 
but in favor of the continued connection of 
the Church and State. He was elected to 
the Senate in 1885, and was Minister of 
Public Works under Tirand in 1887. Ir 
the early part of 1892 the relations between 
the Clerical party and the Republicans 
were straihed to breaking point, and after 
the fall of the Freycipet Cabinet, because 
of its hostility to the church, Mr. Loubet 
was called on to form a Government which 
would signify a truce in the religious 
conflict. This he did successfully, but 
social troubles followed fast upon the heels 
of religibus disputes.

Tho 
proposal has been made that snch ques- 
tions as are settled, or can be settled at 
once, be inserted In a treaty, leaving the 
Alaskan boundary dispute and perhaps 
reciprocity for future consideration. Just 
now the commissioners are ina quandary. 
Tbe only satisfactory solution of the 
difticnities is an immediate reply from 
the Americans concerning the Alaskau 
boundary.

No Tnstractions to Herschel. 

London, Feb. 18.—Mr. Ampthill, pri- 
vato secretary to Colonial Socretary 
Chamberlain, says Mr. Chamberlain has 
not instructed Lord Herschell to make 
cohcessions on bebalf of Great Britain or 
anything of the kind. Tbe Foreign Office 
authorities look forward to an amicable 
arrangement as a result of the work of 
the commission. The only difficulty is 
the Alaskan question, which the Foreign 
Office believe ls to be satisfactorily 
settled.

Germany, Britain, Canada and the United 
States, is wonderful. Itis a miracle to 
make the dumb speak, yet it is accomplish- 
ed. The dumb do speak, articulate dis- 
tinctly aud converse in spoken language. 
But this is only occasionally done with 
success. The reformers when they learn- 
ed that the dumb might be instructed go 
that they might hold convereation were 
Onthusiastic, and mahy institutions dis- 
carded the natural language from the cur 
riculum of instruction, and some 
nounced that ‘the deaf would bo re- 
stored to society and would bo put in 
full possession of their Jost inheritance.” 
But the reformers were too enthusiastic, 
and countless hundreds who are born as 
silent as the grave must live out their life 
without uttering sound. Some have been 
taught to speak, and to speak well, but 
only tho abler and brighter become pro- 





an. 








ficient. Others learn to speak, but their | 2 


mode of speech is so disagreeable that the 
natural language is preferable, while a 
third and larger class never talk at all. 

In Belleville the combined method is 
taught. All are taught speech and lip 
reading who are deemed capable of acquir- 
ing such accor plishments, Every child 
coming totheinstitution iscarefully examin- 
ed and tested, and any one who manifests 
aptitude for speech is placed in the 
articulation classes. Parents, of course, 
are all anxious to have their children taught 
in articulation, which, after all, is senti- 
mental, for the unfortunate is aftlicted, 
sadly afilicted, and whether he passes 
through life uttering some few syllables, 
incoherent or ‘incorrect, or cop- 
verses fluently in that primitive and 
universal language, it matcers but little. 
In Belleville the students are instructed 
in the Eng i-h language, arithmetic, Can- 
adian history, geography and penmanship. 
Some of the students are very clever, and 
the report tells of the success of two young 
persons who are both blind and deaf. 

From figures of the last twenty years it 
would seem that only thirty-nine per cent. 
of deaf and dumb are born deaf and dumb, 

Of these 29 per cent. are born of par- 


ents who are blood relations.

the first ballot. 

Patriota Make Trouble. 

When M. Paul Deroulode, organizer of 
the Leaguo of Patriots, voted, be as- 
temptod to apeak from the tribuno, but 
M. Loubet forbade him to do so, This 
called forth protests from the Rightlsts 
and applause from the Leftists, 

M. Derouledo, howoyer, persisted tn 
spsaking and resisted the ushors and 
others who rushed up to oxjol him from 
tho tribune, which he finally loft.

BIG RIOT IN CHICAGO. 


The Play Did Net Go on as Announced 
and the Audience Denmianded 
Money Back. 


Chicago, Feb. 20.—A riot in which 
2,000 men, women and ohildren took 
part took place yesterday afternoon at the 
Star Theatre, Sedgwick and Division 
streets, and befure the police arrived the 
interior of the theatre had been badly 
damaged. Soenery which was to have 
been used in the presentation of a play 
had been tied up by legal proceedings, 
and, after the audience had waited until 
4,30 p.m. for the curtain to go up, many 
began to clamor for the return of their 
money. They were refused at the box 
office, and two minutes afterwards chairs 
were broken in pisves and hurled at the 
stage, obandeliers were broken, carpets 
were torn up and theatre and sidewalk 
outside was one mass of fighting, yolling 
humanity. The olanging of the patrol 
Wagon bells scattered the crowd ina 
hurry, however. Later in the afternoon 
the money was refunded to those who 
presented their coupons.

Tho heat yesterday was intense and is 
Inoroasing perceptibly. Undor presont 
conditions i¢ Ia impossible to provide 
bhade for the troops in certain parts of 
tho lino, partioularly MoArthur's Diyi- 


sion, King's Brigade is also exposed from 
San Pedro Macati to Culloull, where it 
joing Ovyenshine's Brigade. 

Refugees in Danger. 

Mr. Higgins, the inanager of the Man- 
ila-Dagupan Rallroad, le believed to be 
safe at Bayambang, although no com- 
munication bas been reociyed from him 
since Feb. 9. He was then housed at 
Clark's place, with bis wife and family 
and about six other Englishmen, somo of 
whom aro acoompanied by their wives. 
While itis unlixely that the natives of 
the looaltty will harm them, it is feared 
that others from distant proyinoes might 
wreak yengeance at their expense.

General 
Ovyenshinoe’s lino, consisting originally of 
the North Dakota Volunteors, the Four- 
teenth Infantry and two troops of the 
Fourth Oavalry, stretching from the 
beach at Camp Dewey to General King’s 
right, was reinforced by two battalions 
of Oregon Volunteers and three troops of 
the Fourth Cavalry as infantry. 

A 20-Minutes’ Bombardment, 

Tho Buffato'’s searchlight, discovering 
the rebels unusually aetive about 10 
o'clock in the evening, signalled the 
flagship for permission to fire upon 
them, and, this being granted, bombard- 
ed the enemy’s trenches fer 30 minutes. 
The only effeot of the fire was apparently 
to drive the rebels further inJand. 

Beyond a few ineffectual yollsys from 
the trenohes, whioh were returned with 
interest, the enemy was undemonstra- 
tive, and all is quiet along the rest of the 
line, 

With the exception of the port of Lloilo, 
trade with Philippine ports is sttll block- 
aded. 


The Filipino Delegates. 


Chicago, Feb. 20.—E. R. de Rios and 
M. Riviera, who came to this country 
from thejPhilippines to join Agonoillo at 
Washington, passed through Chicago on 
Saturday for Montreal.

DR. GUAY IS DEAD, 





Momber for Levis Has Passed Away 
After a Long Illness. 


Quebeo, Fob. 20,—Dr, Guay, M,P. for 
Levis, died last night at the Hotel Dieu, 
after a prolonged illness, 
= Dr. Pierre Malcolm Guay’s ancestors. 
came from Saint Onge, Franoe, and were 
among the first settlers of Pointe Levis. 
He was the son of Francois Xavier Guay, 
by the late Marie Adelaide Cote; was 
born at St. Romuala d'Htchemin, 
March 26, 1848; educated at the Quebeo 
Seminary and at Laval University, where 
he graduated A.B. in 1868 and M.D. in 
1872. On May 12, 1874, he married Marie 
Louise Antoinette, daughter of T. KE. 
Roy, formerly sergeant-at-arms of the 
Quebec Legislative Council. Mme, Guay 
died May 24, 1892. Dr. Guay was a gov- 
ernor of the Quebec College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, and served as a counoillor 
and mayor of St. Romuald d’Htchemin. 
He was tirst returned to Parliament in 
1886 at a bye-election, and was re-elected 
in 1887, 1891 and 1896. In politios he 
was a Liberal.

ALMOST STARVED TO DEATH. 





A Shocking Case of Cruelty Reported 
From Parry Sound. 


Parry Sound, Feb. 20.—Before Judge 
McCurry on Saturday was tried a charge 
of craelty to an orphan boy who lived 
with a family named Stacey, near Sund- 
ridge. Freddy Stacey, the boy, about 12 
years of age. lived with his uncle, John 
Stacey, on a farm, and was made to ilo 
work around the place. The evidence 
revealed the fact that the boy was starved 
almost to the point of death. He became 
literally a living skeleton, Gangrene had 
set in on his fingers and toes from the 
effeots of which he will suffer for \ife, 
having lost some of his toes at the firat 
joint, When Dr, Carmichael of Sundridge: 
was finally called in he found the boy 
unconscious, and ina dreadfully emaci- 
ated condition. No other restorative than 
food was administered, and by good 
treatment and a Mberal diet during the 
last month the boy is fully restored, ox- 
cept from the effects of the gangrenous 
sores, which still affeot his bands and 
foes. 

The lad atated that he got nothing else 
to eat than one or two potatoes and a 
small morse] of dry bread, At one time 
hoe fod on raw peas, oats and onop stuff 
that he got from the barn, and some- 
times raw turnips, Fora time he man- 
aged to steal eggs from the fowl house. 
He ran away once, but was brought back. 

Vhe caso js certainly one which for 
utter heartlessness is hard to parallel. 
Stacey was sontencei to six months’ im- 
prisonment and his wife was made to 
enter a bond of $200 to appear later on 
for sentonce,.presumably to be given 
when her husband Is liberated.

BEGGARS’ ACADEMIES IN JAPAN. - 


Children Taught How to Earn a Liv- 
ing by Doubtful Methods. 


The director of the poorhouse in Tukyo 
published in the Japanese newspaper Sha- 
kai Zasshi an interesting article upon the 
lives and habits of the thieves and beggars 
in the capital of Japan. There are three 
classes of children: who grow up to become 
professional thieyes or beggars. In the 
first place are those orphans who haye 
been abandoned by their parents or guard- 
fans or who haya run away from them in 
order to escape harsh treatment; secondly, 
there are the children who are abandoned 
by parents who lead a nomadic life, and, 
lastly, there are the children of those who 
haye been themselves beggars or thieves 
all their lives. Naturally the children of 
the last olass are very carefully educated 


by their parents in the art of procuring ~ 


thoir livelihood with the least possible ex-. 
ertion, while the other children fall in 
time into the hands of ‘'professi(nals,’’ by 
whom they are duly initiated into the arte 
of successful begging and thieving. Dur- 
ing the period of instruction these in- 
atructors take the lion’s share of their pu- 
pils’ efforts. Many of these old instruct- 
ors have acquired such a reputation that 
they are literally run after by eager pupils, 
Some of these pedagogues go so far as to 
earry on regular schools, in which instruc- 
tion is given in the most systematic man- 
ner, In these schools children under & 
years of age are taught how to set to work 
to beg with tho greatest chance of success, 
and they often profit tosuch an extent 
from their lessons that it is no uncommon 
thing for s child of this age to support a 
whole family by his begging appeals. 

Until they are 10 or 12 years of age chil- 
dren are allowed only to beg. On reach- 
ing this age they begin a careful course in 
thieving as a fine art, If, however, they 
evince no talent at their work, then they 
must continue begging until their fif- 
teenth year. Such cases are exceptions, 
and the little vagabonds soon become ex- 
pert thieves. Carrying their beggar’s sack 
and armed with a long stick which has 
been well smeared with bird lime, they 
sneak into the premises of well to do peo- 
ple. Sosoon as they think they are un- 
observed they steal cautiously to the win- 
dows and try to abstract any small article 
that happens to lie within reach of their 
stick. After two or three years at this 
work tho youthful thieves are adyanced to 
the task of rifling the well filled pockets 
of astranger. ‘hus they proceed gradu- 
ally from the position of beggar to that of 
a skilled piokpooket, _ However, in Japan 
the terms are synonymous, for there is 
scarcely any difference between the beg- 
gars and the thieves. 

In Japan, as elsewhere, there is honor 
among thieves, and the entire ‘‘thieves' 
colony’’ in the capital of Japan is govern- 
ed by rules that are rigorously enforced. 
Their ‘‘codex,’’ or body of rules, prescribes 
that the youngest beggars and thieves 
shall retain 10 per cent of their “earnings,” 
pickpockets of the second class retain from 
80 to 40 per cent, while the most skillful 
thieves keep from 50 to 60 per cont of their 
‘‘oarnings.’’ Tho greater part of what then 
remains is employed in keeping the 
‘thieves’ academies'’ in efficient working 
order.—London Globe.

Prohibition in the U.S. Nary.

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT.

municipal management, seems to be tho 
principle upon which some corporations 
have been managed of lato, that is, if wo 
are to tako as samples the many exposures 
which have beon brought to light in var- 
jous cities in the Dominion, notably Mont- 
real and Ottawa. In tho latter city tho 
grossest of irregularities have been brought 
to light, In the water works department, 
thousands of dollars have been lost through 
favoritism, while other thousands have, 
if not embezzled, been loat to the city 
through carolessness. Another caso that 
has come to light, is that of the payment 
to contractors of more monoy than they were 
entitled to receive. In one case about $1,- 
000 and in another $270 ; how much more 
that has not yet been discovered, is not 
known. : 

Tho way in which the ** error,” as it is 
tormed, ocourred, is told in the following 
extrict from the Engineer's report. 

“ By error the Above work, (# pavement) 
‘was constructed only five feet in width and 
the contractors overpaid 2030 1-2 eq. feet 
**at 18 cents, $365.49, which they have 
‘remitted, thus making wy final estimate 
** $2,341,501.” 

It may fairly be asked, what was the 
Engineer of the City daing to allow such « 
blunder, if such it were, to be perpetrated ? 
Surely he knew, or ought to have knowa, 
whether the work done was of the contract 
width. If he did, then he was criminally 
guilty ; if he did not, he was culpably 
guilty of negligence. 

This seoms to be a favorite mode of 
making up losses incurred in contracts for 
work taken at rates which do not pay. An 
instance in Belleville is in point, in which 

-y lers were asked for the printing of the 
By-laws of the City. A book of statistics 
was shown to the tenderers asa sample of 
tho work to be done, a contract was enter- 
ed into, but instead of the s; ecifications 
being followed, the work was scrimped in 
size and in other respects, thus enabling 
“the contractor to bill the City for some 
$30 or $40 more than the account should 
have been, had the work been done 
in accordance with the terms of 
the specification, And the account was 
paid, though the facts were huown to the 
Aldermen, for one of them had pointed out 
to the contractor the deviation which was 
made from the terms of the contract. ‘‘Oh,” 
some of the custodians of the City funds ex- 
claimed ‘* the work could not be done for 
the price at which the contract was Laken, 
therefore it was only right to pay a fair 
price.” The other tenderers knew that whon 
they tendered, but never knew thata profit 
could be secured by scrimping the work 
and then having it accepted. It would be 
well if some taxpayer in such cayes would 
ask the courts to make Aldermen‘ support- 
ing such improper expenditure cf muni- 
cipal funds pay it out of their own 
pockets. Lich

having the alarm sounded from the big 


bell in the tower of the old Methodist ) 
Church on Pinnacle street, and in a very 
short time over a hundred men answered ; 


to the call, and, with the 
usual alacrity of our Belleville boys, 
were regdy to go anywhere to repel the foe, 
who dared to profane by their presence the 
soil of Canada. 

Teams and sleighs were extemporized and 
pressed into service, aud by eight o’clook 
that evening we were on our way to Kinga- 
ton. We werea motley crowd, If our 
well-uniformed, woll-armed militiamen of 
to-day had been there to have seen us, 
they would have smiled. Every man had 
come in his working clothes, in fact any- 
thing heavy we could pick up in our hurry, 
the cold being most intease—away down 
below zero. Some of us had blankets 
wrapped about us, some quilts, and one 
man, I recollect, wore an old woman’s red 
cloak which he had thrown about his man- 
ly form and, with an old rusty sword, with. 
ous a scabbard, buckled round his waist, he 
presented a fiue, martial appearance, of 
which he was yery proud. As for arms, 
with the exception of McKenzie’s Company 
from Madoc, who had been on duty here 
for some time previous and were provided 
with flint muskets and bayonets, we had 
none but what we picked up in a hurry. 


In the sleigh in which I found myself, 
were the cwner, old Dan, or, as we used to 
call him, ‘‘King,” Young, the late Hon 
Robert Read and Mr, Whiteford, a watch- 
maker, who had a saop here at the time, 
‘‘Bob” Read, as we familiarly called him 
then, had a pitch-fork and an old naval 
cutlass ; Whiteford had an old musket and 
bayonet, but no cartridges ; ‘‘King” Young 
had brought a fowling piece that had been 
loaded with buckshot and had hung up be- 
hind the bar of his hotel for six months 
It would do execution, he said, 
if it would only go off. Tho rest of us 
thought the same,.but we had a lingering 
suspivion that it might be the man behind 
it who would sufter, As for myself, I had 
a pair of big horse pistols that had been 
given mé by somebody out of a case just 
opened, and a pocketful of cartridges. So 
much by way of digression, 


With our gallant Colonel, mounted on his 
‘“‘Bucephalus,” with his *‘scymitar” buckled 
round his waist, at our head, we starced on 
our journey and in duo time arrived at the 
historic town of Shannonville, at that time 
consisting of two taverns, a mill and a 
blacksmith shop and two or three dwell- 
ings. Here a stop was made to warm, and 
I, for one, would gladly have availed my- 
self of the opportunity, but our team bo- 
ing the fastest of the lot, and the Colonel 
deeming our sleigh party, if my modesty 
will allow me to say so, the bravest, and,of 
course, the most intelligent of the whole 
detachment, ordered us to go ahead aud see 
that the road was clear. It appeared that 
upon our arrival at Shannonville he had 
been informed that a strong party of Re- 
formers had passed that place on their w-y 
to jointhe attacking forces at Kingston, 
just an hour before our arrival. 


Here I shall be obliged to digress again 
for a short space in order that the reader 
of to-day may understand the true state of 
affairs at the time of which I write. 


The Rebellion of the year 1837 in Upper 
Canada turned out to be a small affair, the 
promoters being few in number, and the 
determined action of the large body of the 
citizens soon extinguished the revolt. The 
leaders had been either captured or had 
fled to the United States. Peace seemed 
to haye again settled over the Province. 
Volunteers who had sprung to arms at the 
first call were disbanded and their arms 
restored into stove. But, as the sequel will 
show, we reckoned without our host, -for 
our Yankee copsins, who had always cast 
longing eyes ac our fair domain, thonght 
that as there was seme dissatistaction 
against the British Government, tho time 
had come when the much desired was 
about to happen. Emissarics. were 

| accordingly secretly sent over in large 
numbers to uee their inftuence wich the 
disaffected in cur midst, promising them 
aid in men and munitions of war, and Lom 
sorry to tay that they were only too suc- 
cessful in many instances. ‘hy result was 
a renewal of our troubles for the next two 
years, during which time much loyal blood 
was shed in repelling invasions at Navy 
Island, Prescot’, and many other pluc.s 
along the frontier. 

Romuinbering all these circumstances, I 
have often been 1uuch amused, as well as 
annoyed, on reading the speeches 0” mem- 
bers in both Houses of Parliament in op- 
position to motions to reward the Loyal 
Volunteers of 1837-89, wherein they ox- 
tolled the rebe's of that period os being 
the means of sccuring for us Responsible 
Government. Those members must oither 
have known better or have beun deplorably 
ignorant of the history of their country. 
Indeed, tosum up the whole, ib was sim- 
ply a dodge on the purt of our nelyhbora 
across the boundary here to gain posses- 
sion of our country, assisted by a fow 
mistaken individasls among our people, 
and had not the Loyalists rison to ® man 
and defeated them, I have no doubt they 
would have succeeded, and where then 
would have been their Responsible Govern- 
ment |}

Made the First Phonograph. 

@ohenectady, N. Y., Feb. 28,—Jonn 
Kreusl, one of the best known meohani- 
cal engineers in this country, died yester- 
day, aged 56 years. A‘ the time of his 
death Mr, Kreusi was the chief meohani- 
cal engineer of the General Electric Com- 
pany. He wasa native of Switzerland, 
came to this country in 1870, he entered 
the employ of Thomas A. Edison at 
Menlo Park, N.J., and im a short time 
became the inyentor’s confidentjal man, 
It was to him that Edison gave the task 
of construction of the first phonograph. 
Mr. Kreusi was the inventor and perfeo- 
tor of the underground tubing system 
that is now in general use. ; 


Lord Beresford’s China Prediction.

thereupon posted a notification at the 
custom house and on the gates of the 
town that the agreement with the French 
Was cancelled, 

At noon the Sulfan sent hia brother on 
board the Kelipse, but the British Ad- 
miral refused to receive him as a substi- 
tute. 

Just before 2 o'clock the Sultan of 
Oman, almost unattended, arrived on 
board the flagship and remained there for 
three hours, while the whole population 
lined the beach and anxiously avaited 
the outcome. 

The Sultan Came Down, 


The Sultan, if appears, completely 
acquiesced to the British demand and 
handed over to Admiral Drummond the 
treaty with France. On the following 
day the Admiral went to the palace, 
where a great durbar was held, and the 
Sultan publicly repudiated his agreement 
with France.

LONDON’'S 15 MUNICIPALITIES, 





Mr, A. J. Balfour Introduced the Measure 
in the Imperial House. 


London, Feb. 24.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday Mr. Arthuw J. Bal- 
four, First Lord of the Treasury and 
Government leader in the House, intro- 
‘duced the London Municipalities bill, 

the principal measure of the session. The 
bill divides the metropolis of London into 
15 municipalities, each electing a mayor, 
councillors and aldermen, with full local 
power, ‘The area of the metropolis known 
as the City of London, under the juris- 
diction of the Lord Mayor and Common 
Council, is not touched by the measure, 
which deals exclusively with the territory 
‘| embraced by the administrative County 
of London. 

The new bodies will have the same 
powers as are now possessed by the great 
_ proyincial municipalities of England, and 

will not be connected with the London 
County Council, the governing body of 
the administrative county. The Council 
in future will deal only with matters of 
meneral metropolitan concern. 

Mr. Balfour, in presenting the measure, 
said the Goyernment was convinced that 
the plan proposed was’ the only one for 
dealing effectively with such an enormous 

Aggregate of humanity as the population 
of the metropolis. It was hoped by the 
Government, he added, that the new 
bodies might be launched in Noyember 
of next year.

A SERMON TO U.S. DRUMMERS. 


Its Lessons May Be Assimilated by Those 
ofthe Commercial Travellers’ Associa- 
tion of This Country—Rey, Dr. Tal- 
mage Handles a Unique Subject in a 
Unique Way. 

Washington, Feb. 19.—Rey. Dr. Tal- 
mage this morning preached the follow- 


ing sermon [rom ths text Nahum ii, 4, 
“The chariots shall rage in the streets; 


they shall jostle one against another in 


the broad ways; they shall seem like 


torches; they shall run like lightnings.’’ 


Ho sald: ; 

It has been found out that many of the 
arts and discoveries which we supposed 
Were peculiar to our swn age are merely 
the restoration of the arts and discoveries 
of thousands of years ago. I suppose that 
the past centuries haye forgotten more 
than she vresent century knows. It seems 
to me that they must have known thous- 
ands of years ago, in the days of Nine- 
voh, of the uses ot steam and its applica- 
tion to awift travel. In my text, 1 hear 
tho rush of the rail train, the clang of 
the wheels and the jamming of the car 
couplings. “The chariots shall rage in 


the streets; they shal' justle one against 


another in the broad ways; they shall 
seem like torches; they shall run like the 
Nghtnings.’’ 

Have you ever taken your position in 
the night far away from a depot along 
the track waiting to see the ra!l train 
come at full speed? At first you ‘heard

three hours looking listlessly out of the 
window, then sponding threo or four 
hours in the smoking oar, thp nastiest 
place in Christendom, talking with men 
who do not know as muoch as yon do. 
Inetoad of that, call William Shakespeare, 
the dramatist, and John fuskin, .the 
ewayist, and ‘ennysou, the poet, and 
Bancroft and Macaulay, the historians, 
and Ezekiel and Paul, the inspired mon 
of God, and ask them to ait with you 
and talk with you, as they will if you 
ask them. I hear you say: ‘‘f do wish I 
could get out of this business of com- 
morolal travolling. I don’t like it,’’ My 
brother, why don’t you read yourself out? 
Give me a young man of ordinary intwl- 
lect and good eyesight, and let him de- 
yote to valuable reading the time not 
notually occupled in commercial errand, 
and in six years he will bo qualitied tor 
any position for whioh he js ambitious. 
‘Oh,"' you say, ‘‘I haye no taste for 
reading,’’ Now, that is the trouble, but 
it ju no excuse. Thore was a time, my 
brother, when you bad no tuste for cigara, 
thoy made you vory sick, bus you per- 
severod until ojgars have become to you 
a luxury. Now, if you can afford to 
struggle on to get a bad habit, is it not 
wortb while to struggle on to get a good 
habit like that of reading? I am amazed 
to ind how many merchants and com- 
merojal truvellers preserve their ignor 
ance from year to year, notwithstanding 
all their opportunities. It was well illus- 
trated by one who had been largely suc- 
cessful, and who wauted the show of a 
library at home, and be wrote to a book 
mer bant in London aayine. ‘“‘Send me 


six feet of theology, aud about as much 
metapbysios, and near a yard of olyil 
law tn old folio!’’ There is no exvuse for 
aman lacking intormation, if he have 
the rare opportunities of a commerolal 
traveller, Improve your niind, Remember 
the ‘‘Learned Blacksmith,’’ who, while 
‘blowing the bellows set his book up 
against the briokwork, and became 
acquainted with 50 languages, tKemem- 
ber the scholarly Gifford, who, while an 
apprentice, wrought out the arithmetical 
problem with his awl oma piece of lea- 
ther. Remember Abercrombie, who 
snatched here and there a fragmentary 
five minutes from an exhausting profes- 
sion, and wrote immortal treatises cn 
ethics. 

Be ashamed to sejl foreign ‘fabrica or 
fruits unless you know something about 
the looms that wove them or the vine- 
yards that grew them. Understand all 
about the lawa that control conmercial 
life, about banking, about tariffs, about 
markets, about navigation, about foreign 
people—their characteristics and their 


-political revolutions as they affect ours; 


about the harvests of Russia, the vyino- 
yards of Italy, the teafielda of China. 
Learn about the great commercial centres 
of Carthage and Assyria and Phoenica. 
Read all about the Medioi of Florence, 
inighty in trade, mightier in philanthro- 
pies, You belong to the royal family of 
merchants. Bo worthy of that royal fam- 
ily. Oh, take wy advice and turn the 
years of weariness into years of luxury, 
Take those huurs you spend at the depot 
waiting for the <lelayed train and make 
them Pisgah heights from which you can 
view the promised Jand. When you are 
waiting for the train hour after hour in 
the depot, do not spend your time read- 
ing the sewing machine advertisements 
and looking up the time tables of routes 
you will never take, going the twentieth 
time to the door to see whether the train 
is coming, bothering the ticket agent 
and telegraph operator with questions 
which you ask merely because you want 
So pass away the timo. But rathor sum- 
mon up the great essayists and philoso- 
phers and story tellers and» thinkers~ of 
the ages and have them entertain you. 
But you have como near the end of 
your railroad travel. I oan tell by the 


~setine of the nar that they are pulline 
the patent brakes down. ‘he engineer 
rings the bell at the crossing. The train 
stops. ‘All out!'’ cries the conductor. 
You dismount from the tfain. You reach

Will not stick. If sou cannot get custom 
except by tipping a wine glass with 
somebody, you had better not get his 
custom, An old oommercial traveller 
gives as his oxporience that trate got by 
“treating'’ alwevs damages the house 
that.get it in one wuy or tho other. 
Boaldes that, you oannot afford to in- 
jure yourself for the purpose of benofit- 
ing your employers. Your common sense 
tells you that you cannot get into the 
hubit of taking strong drink to please 
othors without getting that habit fast- 
ened on you. I do not know whother to 
toll it or-not. I think I will. A close 
carriage came to the door of my oburoh 
in Brooklyn one night at ths close of a 
religious seryice, Some one said, ‘A 
gontloman in that oarrlage wants to seo 
you.’’ I Jooked into the carriage, and 
there sat as fino avalosman ond aa elo: 
gant a gentleman as New York ever saw, 
but that night he was intoxicated. He 
said he wanted to put bimsolf under my 
oare, He said he had left home, and he 
hever meant to go back again, I got into 


the carriage with him and rode with 
him until after midnight trying to per- 
suade him to go homeo. I have been

Lying commercial travellers will come 
right after you into tho same store, Do 
not let thelr unfair competition tempt 
you from tho straight line, It is an 
awful bargain that a man makes when 
ho solla hig goods ond his soul at the 


fame time, A young man In one of the 
stores of New York was selling some 
silks. Ho was binding them up when he 
said to the lady customer, ‘It is my duty 
to show you that thoero ida fracture in 
that silk.’’ She looked at it and rejected 
the goods. The Lead man of the firm, 


' bearing of it, wrote to the father of the 


young man in the country, saying: 
“Come and take your son away. He will 
never make a morohant.’’ The fathor 
came in agitation, wondering what his 
boy had been doing, and the head men 
of the firm said: ‘‘Why your son stood 
here at this counter and pointed out a 
fracture in the silk, and of course the 
lady wouldn't take it. We are - not re- 
sponsible for the ignorance of customers. 
Customers must look out for themselves, 
and we look out for ourselyes. Your son 
will never make a merchant.’’ ‘Is that 
all?’’ said the father. ‘‘Ah! I am prouder 


of my boy than Lever was. Jobn, got 
your hat and come home,"’ 
~Bat it js almost night, and you go 


back to tho hotel.. Now comes the mighty 
tug for the commerojal traveller. ‘ell 
me where he spends his evenings, andjI 
will tell you where ho will spend etern- 
ity, and I will tell you what will be his 
worldly prospects, There isan abundance 
of choice. There is your room with the 
books. There are the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association rooms. ‘here are the 
week night servives of the Christian 
churches, here is the gambling saloon. 
There is the theater. . There is the house 
of infamy. Plenty of places to go to. 
Bat which, O immortal man, which? O 
God, which? ‘‘Well,” you say, ‘‘I guess 
I will—I guess 1 will go to the theater.”’ 
Do you think the tarrying in that place 
until 11 o'clock at night will improve 
your bodly health or your financial pros- 
pects or your eternal fortune? No man 
ever found the path to usefulness or 
honor or happiness or commeroial success 
or heaven through the American theater. 
“‘Woell,’’ you say, ‘‘I guess, then, I wil 
go to—I guess I will go to the gambling 
saloon.’’ You will tirst go to look. Then 
you will go to play. You will make $100, 
you will make $500, you will make 
$1,000, you will make $1,500—then you 
will lose all, Then you will borrow some 
money 80 as to start anew. You will 
make $50, you will make $200, you will 
make $600—then you will lose all. These 
wretches of the gambling saloon know 
how to tempt you. But mark this—all

Commercial 
travellers baye told me that in the letter 
box at the hotel within one hour after 
their arrival they have had letters of evil 
solicitation in that direction. It is far 
away from home. Nobody will know it. 
Commercial trayellers haye sometimes 
gone in that evil path, Why not yon? 
Halt! There are other gates of ruin 
through which man may go and yej 
come out, but that gate has a spring lock 
which snaps him in foreyer, He who goes 
there is damned already. He may seem to 
be comparatively free for a little while, 
but he is only on the limits, and the 
satanio police have their eyes upon him to 
bring him in at any inoment, 

But now tha question is still open, 
Whore will you spend your evening? Oh. 
commerolal trayeliers, now muon wilt 
you give me to put you on the right track? 
Without charging you a farthing I will 
prescribe for you a plan whioh will save 
you for this world and the next if you 
will vake it. Go before you leave home to 
the Young Men’s Christian Assovation of 
the olty where you live. Gét from them 
letters of introduction. Carry them out 
to the towns and oljties where you go. If 
thera be no such association in the place 
you visit, then present them at the door 
of Christian ohurohes and hand them 
over tothe pastors. Be not slow to arise 
in the devotional meeting and say: ‘I 
ama commerojal traveller, I am far 
away from home, and I come in here to- 
night to reek CObristian sooiety,’’ The 
best honses and the highest style of 
amusement will open before you, and in- 
stead of your being dependent upon the 
loproys crow who hang around the hotels, 
wanting to show you all tho slums of the 
olty on the one condition that you will 
pay thoir exponses, you will get the bene- 
diction of God in every town you visit. 
Remember this, that whatever place you 
viel bad Influences will seek you out. 
Good influences you must seek out, 

While I stand here I bethink myself of 
a commerolal traveller who was o mem- 
ber of my church in Philadelphia. He was 
a splendid young man, the pride of his 
widowed inother and of bis alsters. It was 
hia joy to support thom, and for that pur- 
pose he postponed bis own marriage day. 
Ho thrived in business and atter awhile 
aot up his own household, Leaving that 
city for anothor oity, I had no opportun- 
ity for three or four years of making in- 
quiry jn regard to him, When I made 
such inquiry, IT was told that he was 
dead, ‘Tne story was, he was largely 
generous and kind hearted and genial 
and social, and ho got into the habit of 
‘treating’ customers ond of showing 
thom all tho sights of the town, and he 
began rapidly to godown, and he lost bis 
position in the oburoh of whioh he was a 
mormbor, and he lost his position in the 
commerolul bouse of which ho was the 
bost ageut, and bis beautiful young wife 
und bis sick old mwother and his sistera 
wont Into doatitulion, and ho, asa rosult 
of his dissipation, dled in Kirkbride In- 
sane Asylum. 

O commiorcial travellers, I pray for you 
the all auatalning grace of God! There are 
two kinda of daya when you are ospeolally 
in need of divine grace, Tho one, tho day 
when you have no succoss—whwen you fall 
to make a alo, 4nd you go back to your 
hotel discomfited, ‘That night you will be 


tompted to go to ptrong drink and rush 
inoo ona suUrronndainga, Aho other day 


when you will cspoolally need divine 
grace will bo whon you bave hada any of 
great euccess and the dev! tolla you you 
must go and colobrate that success, Thon 
you will want tbo grace of God to ra- 
atrain you from rollicking indulgenoes. 
Yor, there will be a third day when you 
will noed to be Ohristians, and that will 


be the last day of your life. I do not 
know whore you will spond ib, Perhaps 
in your house, more probably in a rail 


oar, or o atoamor, or the strange hotol, I 
seo you on your Jasd commorolal orrand, 
You bave bidden gootbye to the famlly at 
home for the last time, The train of your 
ourthly existence is noaripa the depot of 
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tloket now for aetting into 
the shining olty—tho red 
im the blood of the Lamb.

ment’s surplus was 4 myth. There was 
a deficit instead of excess in the receipts 
compared with the expenditure for the 
past year. Strenuously he condemned the 
Government's educational policy, alleging 
that boys and girls on leaving the public 
schools are not as well fitted for the bat- 
tle of life as when there were no ad- 
yanced subjects taught. He charged ex- 
travagance in regard to the Guelph Agri- 
cultural College, and said bad manage- 
ment was responsible for the non-paying 
of this proyincial farm. It should be put 
on a paying basis. Mr, Duff deprecated 
the export of ore or raw materials from 
Ontario. He hoped the Government 
would move in this direction, and that 
speedily. 

Mr. C. F. Farwell (East Algoma) de- 
fied the Opposition to instance one dollar 
of illegal expenditure in Kast Algoma. 
On the colonization roads the Goyern- 
ment got full yalue for every dollar ex- 
pended, He heartily endorsed the proposi- 
tion that the Government should allow 
no export of ore or raw material. He 
favored an export duty on sawlogs, which 
would cause work in Ontario instead of 
Michigan, and prosperity would result 
along the shores of the Georgian Bay. A 
Canadian policy was wanted uot only in 
this respect but for mineral development. 
This country would work out its »own 
salvation apart from the Americans. In- 
dustrial communities ought to be built 
up where there was mineral wealth. 
Every possible encouragement should be 
given by the Government to this end. 

Mr. John McLaughlin (Stormont) said

Department of Canada, An examination WOES OF AN INSTRUCTOR. 
Tribviations of an West Point Teach- 
er Who Was Unhorsed Suddenly. 


During the annual examinations of the 
West Point cadets in the month of June, 
1868, General Grant was a visitor to his 
alma mater. In the eyenings he spent an 
hour or two in the rooms of the board of 
visitors. @eneral Pitcher, who was the 
superintendent of the post, and three of 
the board of visitors had been cadets when 
Grant was a cadet, so there were many 
good ‘schoolboy days’’ stories told by 
them. One evening one of the officers of 
the post told a story on himself. 

‘It was before the war,’’ sald the in- 
structor. ‘I was giving the ‘plebes’ their 
first lesson on horseback. Isaw that many 
of them looked shaky. Indeed I do believe 
that a few of them had never been in the 
saddle before. They were lined up just off 
the carriageway near the library build- 
ing, and there was a line of carriages there 
with the anxious friends and relatives of 
the boys. » 5 

“Jb was a hot day and some of the horses 
got ugly. You know what a West Point 
horse is always—ever ready to make a 
plunge. 

‘S ‘Now, gentlemen,’ said I, ‘don’t feel 
neryous. All you've got to do is to sit 
firmly ereet- in your saddles, keep your 
knees tightly pressed to the horses’ sides 
and no horse in the world will ever get the 
best of you.’

Binder Twine Once Aguin. 

Mr, Barr (Dufferin): moved for a return 
of all papers, correspondence and docu- 
ments in relation to the sale of the out- 
put of binder twine manufactured in the 
Central Prison in 1899. Mr, Barr said he 
regretted that Hon. Mr. Davis did not 
give a more detailed statement when this 
subject was brought before the House the 
other day. Farmers were humbugged last 
year and, as a consequence, had to pay 
just about double what they should haye 
jatid for their binder twine. There was a 
danger that similar tactics might be re- 
sorted to this year, He suggested that the 
Provincial and Dominion Goyernments 
might legislate to prevent the monopol- 
ists buying up the binder twine and thus 
thwart the combine, There were only 
two or three firms in Ontario manufac- 
turing binder twine, so there was not the 
benefit of competition. If this state of 
affairs should continue he hoped the Goy- 
ernment would see the necessity of en- 
larging their works, so that they would 
be able to supply the whole of the proy- 
ince. He saw no reason why farmers’ 
Institutes should not supply farmers in 
the respective districts with binder twine 
at cost, Many enquiries had been made in 
this respect, and there was a feeling that 
such facilities Should be provided

PRETTY GOOD SHOTS. 


Philippine Sharpshooters Are Picking 
Off a Few Yankees Day by Day— 
Kansas Mon Hit. 


Manila, Feb. 25.—'The enemy's sharp-

Special at- 
tention was paid to the three-gun battery 
near the railroad and the improvement of 
the rebel markmanship was yery notice- 
able.

Madoc’s Two Bills. 


The Private Bills Committee of the 
Ontario Legislature yesterday consider d 
two bills from the Township and the YVi!- 
lage of Madoc.

The Village of Madoc asked permission 
to issue 20-year debontures, to the amount 
of $14,000, which will covér their share of 
the railway bonus, $5,723, a debt of $7,000 
incurred by the erection of a Public school 
house in 1879, and $3,000 for the purchase 
of a steam fire engine. Both bills passed 
the committee.

other bodies of Christians have been active, 
with the result that they are entirely lost 
to the church of the fathers. Althcugh we 
were first in the field and most of the set- 
tlers belonged to us, yet now we stand 
only third or fourth in the religious 
bodies of the Province. This is bo- 
causo we neglected our brethren. 
Now there are signs of a reyival of nission- 
ary zeal and we are beginning to realize 
the vastness of our responsibilities and 
how little we are doing for God and the 
Church. We should not rest satisfied with 
merely giving the money, we should take 
an intelligent interest in the manner in 
which it is expended, 

In the Diocese of Ontario, comprising 
the Counties of Hastings, Prince Edward, 
Lennox and Addington, Frontenac, Leeds 
and Grerville, there are 5,835 Church of 
England families and 7,836 communicants, 
yet the total givings for the diocesan mis- 
siou fund last year amounted to only 
$5,032. In the Deanery of Hastings there 
were 1,076 Church of England families and 
1,380 communicancs, yet the total givings 
for the fund last year wore only $949, while 
the same deanery drew from the fund 
$1,500. This was by no means the puorest 
Deanery in the Diocese, yet if the other 
Desanecies had not done better the 
work of the Church - would have 
been greatly hampered, and — the 
blessing of the ministration of the word 
and sacraments would hayeto be withheld 
from tapy. 


The average stipend of the missionary 
priest in this Diocese was less than $600, 
and yet people expected an incumbent, a 
gentleman by birth and breeding, with a 
University education, to support himself 
and a wife on such asalary. It was mor- 
ally i pao In Madoc the priest re- 
ceived but $550 stipend, including a grant 
from the mission fund, and in Queensboro, 
where the-priest had to keep two horses, 
only $455. The Presbyterians would not 
allow their minister to work under $750 a 
year, and he did not know one within the 
limits of the Diocese of Qntario who re- 
ceived less, and yet not one Anglican nis- 
sionary priest received more than $600. 
Methodists expected every member of tho 
society to give at least $I per year to the 
Church Extension Fund, to be paid on the 
receipt of Quarterly tickets. He trusted 
that the Anglicans would see that the 
amount cf their givings would at least be 
equal to the sum of $1 for every 
communicant.

From 1849, as the various 
telegraph lines were opened, Baron de 
Reuter worked them into his great news 
agency and in 1851, when the cable was 
laid between England and France, he 
transferred his chief office to London,

On the other hand, the English diplo- 
muts assert that France, by secret intri- 
guc, purchased from the Sultan of Oman 
a couling station, and the agroemont did 
not forbid it being fortified. The sum of 
the whole matter is, however, that the 
Anglo-French strain has seriously in- 
cronsed, 

Following the recent hissing of the 
Queen's name in a variety theatre at 
Nice, another incident has occurred there 
tonding to show French hostility, At the 
Battle of the Flowers in Nico, the Union 
Jack and American flag were displayed 
together upon one of the carriage, Along 
the Promenade Anglais this was loudly 
hissed. 

A wagon filled with French soldiers 
coming abreast of this carriage, another 
insult was offered to the English and 
American flags. ‘The officers drew thom- 
selyes up, stood at attention, and ceased 
throwing flowers until the carriage had 
passed, 

If the Queen decides not to go to Nice 
this spring there will be an exodus of 
English and Americans from the Riviera. 


THE KHALIFA AND HIS MOST, 


New Governor of Omdurman Considers 
Him Only a Nuisance. 


London, Feb. 27.—The news that the 
Khalifa is gathering a host, varying in 
number from 15,000 to 80,000 men, and 
is marching on Khaptoum, came with a 
rude shock to the people of Great Britain, 
who were under the impression that he 
was almost a solitary wanderer in the 
desert. Official circles, however, express 
sutisfaction at the fact that the Khalifa 
is upparently determined to make anether 
onslaught on the Anglo-Hgyptian forces, 
as they ave confident that he will easily 
be defeated. Major-General Sir Archibald 
Hunter, the Governor of Omdurman, is 
quoted as saying in an interview: ‘‘T re- 
gard the Khalifa as a nuisance. He is no 
longer dangerous, and it will greatly 
simplify matters if he eomes out and 
fizhts.’’ In the meanwhile detachments 
of British troops have ordered te 
get ready to return to Omdurman from 
Lower Egypt, and a strong expedition 
will be formed and advanced to meet the 
Khalifa. 





THE CZAR IS QUITE ILL, 


Russian Emperor Prostrated and Unable 
to Attend to State Business. 


London, Feb. 27.—The Copenhagen 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“Well-iInformed persons here assure me 
that the health of Emperor ‘Nicholas is 
far from good and that his condition ex- 
cites the gravest solicitude. A long- 
threatening ailment assumed a critical 
form soon after the issuance of the mani- 
festo in behalf of the limitation of the 
armaments and the Czar is now pros- 
trated. 

The malady is of such a character as to 
forbid all intelleetual exertion. His par- 
ticipation in the Goyernment is merely 
formal, confined to signing documents of 
whose contents he is ignorant. The Grand 
Duke Michael possesses the exccutive 
power, and all Goyernment decisions are 
arrived at without the Czar’s co-opera- 
tion or knowledge. 


JOY IN PARIS, 


A Parallel Drawn Between the Treat- 
ment of Canada and Spain. 


Paris, Feb. 27.—The leader in La 
Liberte last night is devoted to the dis- 
agreomont of the joint high commission 
in Canadinn-American affairs. The writer 
rather enjoys What he considers a_ rebuff 
to England. He says the American com- 
missioners have treated the Canadians 
just as the peace commissioners treated 
the Spaniards at Paris.

19 with troops, under command of Major-

recelyed a cablegram from Major-General 
Otis, in charge of the American military 
forces in the Philippines, saying: ‘‘Situ- 
ation critical. Your early arrival neces- 
sary.’’ He also receiyed from General 
Corbin, U. S. Adjutant-General, a cable 
urging him to hurry. General Lawton 
ordered his officers to buy supplies, re- 
gardless of expense, and the transport is 
taking on coal and water hurriedly, She 
will try to reach Manila without further 
stop. 


Rebel Demonstration at Manila. 


Manila, Feb. 27.—Saturday night the 
rebe)s concentrated in such numbers near 
the Chinese cemetery that General 
McArthur anticipated an attack and ask- 
ed for reinforcements. Two companies of 
the 28rd Regulars were sent to Caloocan 
and a battery of the 20th Regulars to the 
cemetery at about midnight, but the ex- 
pected attack was not made, the rebels, 
after making a great noise with bugle 
calls and yells of ‘‘Viva Independencia’ 
and ‘Mucho Malo Americano,’’ and  fir- 
ing volleys, disappeared in the woods.

“The anxiety of the officials has reach- 
ed such a point that there is no further 
doubt that Rear-Admiral Dewey will be 
asked to submit an explanation.”’

Manila, Feb. 27.—All was quiet yester- 
day afternoon inside and outside of Man- 
ila, except near Caloocan, where the 
Filipino sharpshooters continue to annoy 
the American troops at a comparatively 
close range. One man of the 20th Kansas 
Volunteers was killed in Ariquina Vill- 
age, which was burned last night, and 
four were wounded in the skirmish—one 
of the Idaho, one of the Minnesota and 
two of the Pennsylvania Volunteer regi- 
ments.

no reciprocity would be conceded unless ii 
discriminated against England, These 
facts are known to the Globe and to the 
gentlemen who have wasted somo six 
months of their precious time in a vain 
attempt to change by ‘“‘sunny ways’ the 
well-known fixed policy of our noighbore. 

With a knowledge of these facts in his 
tory, and that, too, of a very late date, the 
Globe goes on to say :
